Village  of  Contahnaison  Finally  Passes  Into   British   Hands 

— Germans  Gain  Footing  in  French  Trenches 

East  of  Verdun  After  Many  Attacks — 

Much  Aerial  Warfare. 


LONDON,  July  u — The  capture  of  the  whole  of  the  German  first  system 
of  defences  on  a  front  of  fourteen  thousand  yards  (nearly  eight  miles)  after 
ten  days  and  nights  of  continuous  fighting,  is  announced  in  the  official  report 
from  British  headquarters  in  France.  The  numbe><8f  prisoners  taken  exceeds 
7,500. 

Strong  Defences  Are  Overcome 
The  text  reads! 


"After  ten  days  and  nights  of  continuous  Fighting,  our  troops  have  accom- 
plished the  methodical  capture  of  the  whole  of  the  enemy's  first  line  defences 
for  14,000  yards-  The  system  of  defences  consisted  of  numerous  and  curious 
lines  of  fire  trenches,  support  trenches  and  reserve  trenches,  extending  for 
various  depths  from  two  to  four  thousand  yards.  It  included  five  strongly 
fortified  villages,  heavily  wired  and  entrenched  woods  and  a  large  number 
of  immensely  strong  redoubts.  The  capture  of  each  of  these  represented  an 
operation  of  some  importance,  and  the  whole  of  them  arc  now  in  our  hands. 

"The  German  success  in  the  recapture  of  Trones  wood,  after  costly  casual- 
tics,  was  of  short  duration.  Today  we  recaptured  nearly  the  whole  of  this 
wood.    All  but  the  northernmost  end  is  again  in  our  hands. 

"Apart  from  the  number  of  guns  hidden  in  houses  and  buried  in  the  debris, 
we  have  in  the  course  of  these  operations,  brought  in  26  field  guns,  one  naval 
gun,  one  anti-aircraft  gun  and  one  heavy  howitzer,  while  the  number  of  German 
prisoners  captured  exceeds  7.500." 

Capture  of  ContalmaJion 

The  text  of  the  day  statement  follows: 

"Last  night,  after  a.  brisk  bombardment,  our  infantry  again  carried  Contal- 
maison  by  assault,  taking  189  unwounded  prisoners,  including  a  battalion  com- 
mander and  four  other  officers.  A  strong  counter-attack  delivered  by  the  Ger- 
mans during  the  night  was  beaten  back  with  heavy  losses  to  the  enemy,  and 
the  whole  village  is  now  in  our  hands. 

"Farther  east  we  stormed  several  lines  of  trenches  in  the  Bois-de-Mametz, 
and  the  greater  part  of  this  large  wood  is  now  in  our  hands.  Here  we  cap- 
tured one  heavy  howitzer,  three  field  guns  and  206  unwounded  prisoners,  includ- 
ing three  officers. 

"Heavy  lighting  continues  in  the  Trones  wood. 

"In  continuation  of  the  report  on  aerial  combats  on  July  9,  one  of  our 
aeropl«1rw*w*»  shot  bya  direct  hit  from  an  anti-aircraft  gun  and  three  other 
machines   have    not   returned    to   our   lines." 

Germans  Get  Footing  in  Trenches 

PARIS,  July  If. — While  relative  calm  prevailed  on  both  sides  of  the  Somme, 
according  to  the  official  communication  issued  by  the  French  War  Office  to- 
night, heavy  fighting  occurred  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Meuse,  in  the  Verdun 
sector.  German  forces  succeeded  in  gaining  a  footing  in  the  Damloup  bat- 
tery and  in  some  sections  of  the  French  line  in  the  Fumin  wood.-     * 

Following  is  the  official  statement: 

"On  both  sides  of  the  Somme  the  day  was  relatively  calm.  Small  detached 
operations  enabled  us  to  clear  completely  the  wood  north  of  La  Maisonette, 
and  to  occupy  some  underground  passages  between  Estreestand  Belloy.  We 
made  some  prisoners. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Meuse,  the  Germans  this  morning  renewed  their 
attacks  on  the  front  of  the  Fleury  station,  the  Vaux  wood,  Chapitre  and 
Chenois.  After  several  fruitless  attempts,  which  cost  him  heavy  losses,  the 
,  enemy  succeeded  in  gaining  a  footing  in  the  Damloup  battery,  and  in  some 
elements  of  our  line  in  the  Fumin  wood-  The  bombardment  is  being  main- 
tained with  intensity  in  the  whole  region. 

Aerial  Combats  and  Raids 

"On  the  left  bank  there  was  less  artillery  activity.  The  usual  cannonading 
occurred  on  the  rest  of  the  front. 

In  the  region  of  the  Somme  our  aeroplanes  were  engaged  in  fourteen  com- 
bats on  Monday.  Four  enemy  machines,  practically  hit  by  our  guns,  were 
compelled  to  plunge  abruptly.  One  of  our  pilots  who  was  hit  was  able  to 
bring  back  his  machine  to  our  lines  and  make  a  landing  without  mishap. 

"Our  bombing  squadrons  have  been  active.  On  the  night  of  July  10-11 
two  hundred  and  twenty  shells  were  dropped  on  various  railway  stations 
where  activity  was  reported."  « 

Belgian  communication:  "In  the  region  of  Fervise  there  was  an  artillery 
duel  today.  The  German  positions  at  Dixmude  and  Woumen  were  taken  under 
the  fire  of  our  heavy  guns,  which  proved  very  efficacious." 

At  Verdun  and  in  Lorraine 

The  communication  says: 

"On  both  sides  of  the  Somme  the  night  passed  in  quiet.  The  total  num- 
ber of  prisoners  taken  by  us  south  of  the  Somme  in  the  fighting  of  the  last 
two  days  is  now  more  than  1,300. 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Meuse  there  were  severe  artillery  engagements 
in  the  sectors  of  Avocourt  and  Chattancourt. 

"To  the  right  of  the  river  the  bombardment  yesterday  of  our  positions 
from  Fleury  to  a  point  east  of  Chenois  was  redoubled  in  intensity.  At  4 
o'clock  this  morning  German  troops  delivered  an  attack  over  the  whole  front 
thus  bombarded.  Hast  of  the  Fumin  wood  and  Chenois  wood  the  enemy 
gained  a  foothold  in  our  advanced  trenches,  but  immediately  was  ejected  by 
counter-attacks.  Elsewhere  our  curtain  of  fire  and  our  machine  guns  broke 
up  the  attacks  of  the  enemy.      The  bombardment  continues  in  this  region. 

Surprise  Attack  Broken  Up 

"West  of»Pont-a-Mousson  a  surprise  attack  delivered  by  the  enemy  against 
one  of  our  trenches  west  of  Mortmare  wood  was  broken  up  completely; 

"In  Lorraine,  after  spirited  artillery  preparation,  the  Germans  attacked 
the  salient  in  our  line  east  of  Reillon  and  succeeded  in  penetrating  portions 
of  our  first  line  over  a  front  of  200  metres. 

"In  the  vicinity  of  Veho  the  enemy  attempted  by  the  explosion  of  fonr 
mines  to  destroy  one  of  our  trenches.  He  was  checked  by  our  fire  and  driven 
back,  leaving  dead  and  wounded.  We  occupied  the  craters  of  the  German 
mines. 

"In  the  Vosges,  south  of  Lusse.  an  attack  of  the  enemy  was  broken  up 
with  grenades.  North  of  La  Fontenelle  a  surprise  Attack  on  trenches  of  the 
enemy  enabled  us  to  penetrate  first  line  trenches  and  a  support  trench,  which 
we  cleared  out*     We   brought  back  some  prisoners."

Capture  Positions  on  a  Front  of  Eight  Miles 


The  above  gives  an  Idea  of  the  character  of  the  field  fortifications  It  la  necessary  to  destroy  or  storm  In  carrying  out 
an  advance  on  the  Western  front.  Laat  night's  British  communique  states  that  In  the  past  ten  davs  the  enemy's 
Mrst  line  defences  over  a  front  of  14.000  yards  and  to  a  depth  varying  from  2,000  to  4,000  yards  have  been  captured. 
The  magnitude  of  this  task  can  be  estimated  when  It  Is  noticed  that  the  above  diagram  onlv  covers  a  front  of  2U0 
yards  and  the  depth  Is  probably  not  above  150  yards.  It  Is  pointed  out.  moreover,  I rt  the  official  report,  that  the

Austrians  Recall  Men  Who 
Were  Withdrawn  to  Meet 
Russian  Offensive — Several 
Successes  Won  by  Italians, 


ROME.  July  11.— The  following  official 
statement   was  laaued   today: 

"In  order  to  withstand  the  pressure  w* 
continue  to  exercise  In  the  Trentlno  and 
our  offensive  activity  In  the  Boite  and 
But  valleys,  and  on  the  lower  laonzo,  the 
enemy  has  been  obliged  to  recall  to  this 
front  troops  withdrawn  toward  the  East- 
ern front.  This  la  ascertained  in  the  cases 
of  the  Srd  Corps  and  the  6th,  :tnd  ind 
21th  Divisions,  which  were  on  the  point 
of  departure.,  and  the  90th  Division  and 
the  187th  Landaturm  Brigades,  which  were 
already  on   tho  way. 

"Yesterday  there  was  an  Intenso  artil- 
lery  duel  in   the  Adlge   valley. 

"On  the  Aatlco  front  we  regained  a  few 
yards  of*  lost  ground  by  hard  fighting. 
We   took   14   prisoners. 

"On    the   Aslago    plateau,    we   successfully 
renewed    attacks    on    the    positions    of      the 
enemy   In    the   Monte   Chiesa  region. 
Successes   In   Tofana   SUglon 

"North  of  Monte  San  Olovanna  we  oc- 
cupied Monte  Deglluccelli.  at  the  point  of 
the  Cla  valley.  In  the  Tofana  region  the 
enemy  attempted  a  surprise  attack  on  the 
positions  we  had  taken  on  July  9.  but  weru 
repulsed  with  heavy  losses,  and  left  30 
prisoners  and  one  machine  gun  In  our 
hands. 

"On  tho  Isonxo  front  the  artillery  was 
active   and   there   was  also  some   bombing." 

An  official  announcement  Issued  last 
evening  said  an  Austrian  attempt  to  make 
attacks  on  Monte  Seluglo  was  checked 
promptly. 

"In  the  region  of  Tofana  our  Alpine 
detachments  on  the  night  of  July  t  gained 
possession  o(  a  great  part  of  the  valley 
between  Tofana  peaks  No.  7  and  2,  and  of 
a  strong  position  on  Tofana.  The  garri- 
son was  surrounded  and  compelled  to  sur- 
render. We  took  190  prisoners,  Including 
eight  officers  and  also  three  machine  guns, 
a  large  number  of  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion. 

"On  the  helghta  northwest  of  Gorlsla, 
after  an  Intense  bombardment,  the  enemy 
attacked  our  upper  positions  on  Monte 
sabot  In. i.  but  were  driven  back  by  a 
bayonet  cfcarge  In  which  he  suffered  heavy 
losses. 

"Hostile  aircraft  dropped  bombs  on 
Cltta,.  Delia  and  somo  places  In  the  lower 
Isonso    region.     No    harm    was    done."

LONDON.  July  12.— The  Press  Bureau 
last  night  Issued  a  statement  denying 
the  assertion  of  the  Herman  Admiralty 
that  two  Herman  aeroplanes  had  bom- 
barded the  fortifications  at  Harwich  on 
Sunday   night     The  statement  aays: 

"The  facts  regarding  the  air  raid  re- 
ferred to  In  the  Herman  statement  were 
given  In  an  official  statement  on  Mon- 
day. No  bombs  were  dropped  on  port 
establishments  or  coast  works,  and  the 
raid  on  Harwich  la  an  entire  fabrica- 
tion." 


ROME,  July  11. — Veiled  comments  on 
the  Russo-Japanese  alliance  by  the 
presa  Indicate  that  the  old  Main-Her- 
man alliance  la  perhaps  to  be  super- 
seded by  a  Ruaao-Itallan  one,  for  Bal- 
kan and  Mediterranean  questions.  It 
is  pointed  out  that  relations  have  been 
excessively  cordial  recently,  alao  that 
Ruaala's  armle*  are  more  active  against 
tha  Austrians  than  tha  Hermans  The 
Popolo  Romano  states  regarding  tha 
Russo-Japanese  alliance  that  Italy 
must  closely  watch  tha  attitude  of  the 
United  States  toward  It.

PRESS  CAMP.  BRITISH  ARMY  IN 
FRANCE.  July  11.,  VIA  LONDON,  July 
a»V — At  headquarters  this  afternoon  the 
Associated  Press  correspondent  was 
shown  a  map  with  various  colored 
spaces  representing  the  ground  taken 
eaoh  day  since  the  offensive  and  tho 
effect  of  a  steady  systematic  advance 
working  forward  against  redoubtable 
f  ort  llieu  lions. 

The  evening  reports  show  the  British 
lines  established  beyond  Contalmaison 
and  connected  up  with  the  north  edge 
of   Mantel,:   wood. 

Tha  Germans  continued  shelling  Con- 
talmaison today,  all  their  old  com- 
municating trenches  grldironlng  the 
hillsides  which  might  give  the  British 
cover.  Germans  taken  prisoners  at 
Contalmaison  speak  of  being  under 
artillery  fire  so  thick  and  persistently 
maintained  that  it  shut  off  all  food  and 
water  supply,  and  say  that  when  the 
fire  lifted  the  survivors  were  too  daxed 
for  anything  but   to   yield. 

The  curtains  of  artillery  fire  cut  off 
any  hopo  of  escape,  and  the  German 
gunners  were  driven  away  or  killed  by 
rifle  Are  in  the  Mametz  wood.  The  ad- 
vance through  this  wo.-d  *n.9  In  the 
nature  of  hide-and-seek  fighting,  the 
men  taking  cover  behind  trunks  of 
trees,  chopping  out  or  digging  shelters 
In  the  meshes  of  roots,  then  sniping 
or  dashing  forward.  It  has  been  a 
contest  of  Individual  cunning,  Initia- 
tive ant',   industry.

ENTENTE  ARMIES 
MAKE  AD  VANCES 


LONDON,  July  11.— This  was  an 
other  good  day  for  the  Entente  Allies, 
who  are  making  a  steady  advance  on 
all  fronts.  A  striking  Illustration  of 
the  difference  In  the  positions  of  the 
Allied  and  the  Teutonic  forces,  and  of 
the  remarkable  change  from  the  mo- 
notonous trench  warfare  which  char- 
acterized the  Allied  operations  for  go 
many  weary  months,  until  the  present 
summer-  la  found  In  the  number  of 
prisoners  and  guns  taken.  Those  from 
the  battle  of  the  Somme  amounted  to 
22,000  prisoners  and  104  guns  captured 
from  the  Germans,  while  the  official 
figures  of  the  Russian  Gen.  Brusellotrs 
drive  to  the  10th  of  July  sre  271.(20 
prisoners,  SI 2  guns  and  MS  machine 
guns. 

Today's  news  tells  of  sustained  and 
h.-avy  fighting  on  almost  all  the  fronts, 
the  Allies  making  consistent  progress 
with  only  occasional  setbacks.  The 
British  finally  have  captured  the  fierce- 
ly contested  town  of  Cental  malaon 
after  desperate  day  and  night  fighting, 
and  now  are  holding  the  town  arainst 
all  the  German  counter-attack.*. 
Besraraa*  ae  Important 

The  importance  the  Germans  have 
attached  16  this  position  may  be  meas- 
ured by  the  feet  that  they  recently 
threw  the  Prussian  Guards  Into  the 
fighting  at  thta  point. 

The  British  also  are  in  possession  of

PETROGRAD.  July  11.— The  ap- 
proximate total  of  prisonera  taken  by 
the  Russians  during  Gen.  Bruslloff's 
operations  to  July  10  amounted  to 
5,620  officers  and  2S6.000  men,  the  War 
Office  announced  today.  Tho  official 
statement  says: 

"Fighting  in  the  Stokhod  region  con- 
tinues. The  enemy,  having  received 
retnforrements.  brought  up  powerful 
artillery  and  la  offering  a  desperate 
resistance. 

"On  the  BrlaEa-Kundul-Muldovl  front, 
northwest  of  Klmpolung  (southern 
Bukowlna),  considerable  enemy  forces 
have  been  thrown  hack  by  our  forces 
lifter  violent  »'iigagemenlH  at  various 
points.  The  enemy,  unable  to  resist 
our  attacks,  took   flight. 

"On  the  Black  Sea,  one  of  our  mull 
packets,  lying  at  anchor,  without  <>argo, 
off  the  Caucasian  coast,  was  sunk  by 
nn    enemy    submarine. 

Victories  Over  Turks 

"Caucasus  Front — -In  the  direction  of 
Balburt.  during  the  night  of  July  9, 
our  scouts  succeeded  In  securing  a 
height  and  took  possession  of  a  Turk- 
ish machine  gun  after  having  .killed  all 
the   gunners.  * 

"Further  south  we  captured  by  as- 
sault powerfully  organized  Turku'  posi- 
tions, which  we  consolidated.  We  took 
prisoner  80  officers  and  350  men.  In 
the  direction  of  Dlarbekr,  In  the  region 
of  the  Boynukova  valley,  our  advance 
guard  easily  repulsed  a  Turkish  offen- 
sive,   tnklng   prisoners  and    booty." 

An  official  communication  issued  this 
evening  telle  of  the  progress  of  the 
campaign  along  the  line  of  the  Stokhod 
River.      It   says: 

"In  the  region  of  the  8tokhod  the 
fighting  continues,  the  enemy  display- 
ing the  greatest  desperation.  Enemy 
airmen  continually  make  flights  behind 
our  lines,  attacking  our  troops  with 
bombs   and    machine    guns." 


Vienna    Statement 

VIKNNA.  July  11 —The  official  state, 
ment    issued    today   says: 

".Near  Zobrse,  on  the  Cseremoec,  we 
repelled  Russian  attacks.  Attacks 
made  by  superior  forces  near  hokul 
broke  down  in  our  entanglements.  The 
enemy  vainly  endeavored  to  bring  hie 
tlcuing  masses  to  a  standstill  by  turn- 
ing  the  first  of  his  own  guns  and  ma- 
chine guns  upon  them.

Plnsk 
now  Is  the  extreme  point  of  the  Qer-' 
ruan  promontory  running  into  Russian, 
territory.  Owing  to  the  wide  sweep 
of  the  Russian  advance  from  the  Lutsk, 
salient  In  the  past  few  days,  any  at- 
tempt by  the  Germans  to  hold  up  the, 
Russians  by  an  attack  on  the  flank 
must  be  made  north  of  the  Plnsk 
marshes.

OTTAWA,  July  11.— The  Immlgra- 
Uon  Department  has  compiled  Htfures 
•Which  aliow  that  from  July  1,  1  :>»o,  to 
March  |1,  191S,  a  period  of  ulmuBt  10 
yearn.  Immigrants  from  the  t tri t ImIi 
Isles  who  went  on  the  land  in  Canada 
numbered  1,111,293.  English  Imml- 
";  grsnu  headed  the  list  With  a  total  or 
•ai.137.  while  Scottish  numbered  241,- 
983.  Irish  72,991  and  Welsh  ' 3.498.  In 
addition  a  large,  number  of  farmers 
.and  farm  laborers  of  the  Immigrating 
class  came  from  the  British  Isle«  and 
settled  in  all  parts  of  the  Dominion 
without  homesteadlng. 

The  biggest  movement  from  Great 
Britain  to  Canadian  homesteads  oc- 
curred In  1913.  when  160,643  native*  of 
the  British  Isles 'settled  on  Canadian 
farms.  The  movement  to  Canada  ex- 
ceeded the  130.000  mark  in  1901,  1911, 


1912,      1913      and      1914.      In      1916      It 
dropped  to  43,370,  owing  to  the  war. 

The  statistics  Just  issued  show  that 
between  1397  and  1916,  IS  per  cent,  of 
the  homesteads  entered  for  In  the  West 
were  taken  by  settlers  from  the  Brit- 
ish Isles,  30  per  cent,  by  Americans 
and  28  .per  cent,  by  immigrants  from 
other  countries.  Canadians  took  up 
the  remainder  of  the  lands  home- 
steaded. 

Immigrants  to  Canada  during  the 
1916-10  period  included  27  Germans 
and   16  Austro-Hungarians.

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Description  of  Attack  Which 
was  Successful  at  First  but 
followed  by  Withdrawal  — 
Work  of  Shells. 


WITH  THE  BRITI8H  ARMY  1NTHB 
VIULD.  July  I.  via  London,  July  11 
iBy  Philip  Gibbet— After  the  first 
lour  days  of  battle  there  was  something 
like  a  lull  for  twenty-four  hours,  a 
lull  filled  with  the  great  noise  of  the 
guns,  which  was  then  broken  by  fresh 
sasaalts  made  by  our  troops  In  the 
dU  eetlon  of  Mamtti  wood  and  Contal- 
maiaon.  For  two  daya  now,  oa  Thurs- 
day and  Friday,  there  has  been  severe 
lighting  in  that  territory,  and  al- 
though we  lost  Contalmatson  last  night 
alter  taking  it  In  ths  morning,  it  Is.  I 
am  sure,  only  a  temporary  setback,  for 
our  position  is  strong  In  its  neighbor- 
hood, anl  great  loss  has  been  Inflicted 
upon  the  enemy.  Ths  battle  of  Contal- 
matson Is  not  yet  finished.  It  will  be 
s  distinct  and  Important  episode  In  the 
history    of    thla    campaign. 

I  have  been  able  to  see  something  of 
the  battle,  all  the  fierce  pictures  of  our 
shell  fire,  but  at  the  time  with  no  ac- 
curate Idea  of  what  really  was  happen- 
lng  beyond  our  guns,  and  with  that 
sense  of  confusion  and  mystery  which 
all  soldiers  have  when  they  arc  on  the 
battlefield,  knowing  vary  little  of  what 
is  going  on  to  the  left  or  right  of 
them,  not  knowing  what  Is  happening 
to  themselves,  or  why  they  stand  as 
they  do,  or  what  order  will  next  come 
to  them,  or  whether  our  men  are  doing 
well  or  badly. 


Watching    Bombardment 
it  was  early  in  the  morning.     I  went 
out   beyond   many  of  our  batteries,  and 
watched   the   bombardment   that  was   to 


precede  ths  Infantry  attacks  on  the 
enemy's  positions  in  trout  bf  Contal- 
malson  and  to  the  right  on  Mametz 
Wood,  where  some  of  our  men  held  the 
aouthweat  corner.  There  were  large 
bodies  of  troops  about  the  high  ground 
where  our  old  trenches  are,  and  bunched 
about  in  groupa  beyond  the  slope  lead- 
ing to  the  line  from  which  our  attack 
waa  to  be  made.  They  seemed  to  have 
nothing  in  the  world  to  do  except  to 
hang  about  In  a  casual  way.  Many  of 
them  ware  lying  on  the  grass  or  alotg 
the  roadsides  asleep.  Not  all  the  roar 
ot  ths  guns  made  them  uneasy.  They 
had  been  there  all  night,  waiting  to  go 
up  In  support,  and  now,  dog-tired,  they 
were'  taking  the  chance  for  rest.  It 
was  not  quite  a  ssfe  spot  for  a  sleep. 

Although  the  enemy's  guns  were  busy 
on  different  places,  there  was  no  know- 
ing whether  they  might  not  shift  a 
point  or  two  this  wsy  at  any  moment. 
The  roadway  had  already  tempted  some 
of  their  shells  earlier  in  thjv  morning. 
Tall  beech  trees,  here  and  there,  had 
been  cut  clean  in  half,  and  a  litter  of 
branches  and  foliage  lay  below  broken 
■tumps. 

There  were  new  shell  craters  in  the 
field  over  the  way,  jUat  where  a  com- 
pany of  R,  A.  M.  C.  men  had  sat  down 
en  their  stretchers  waiting  for  work, 
but  nobody  seemed  to  worry. 

The  captain  or  the  Pioneers  spoke  to 
me,   asking,   "Any   news?" 

He  was  a  middle-steed,  keen-looking 
man,  with  a  humorous  look  In  his  .grey 
eyes,  which  were  shaded  by  a  sreet  hoi- 
mey  khaki-covered.  He  was  asT  muddy 
as  a  scarecrow,  and  shivered  a  little 
after  a  night  in   ths  rain. 

'"Dshed  if  I  know  what's  happening," 
he  said.  "One  never  does.  Our  fellows 
are  supposed  to  be  going  up,  but  no 
orders  have  corns  along.  There's  our 
adjutant  waiting  for  'em." 

I  loked  across  the  road  and  saw  the 
adjutant.  He  was  lying  on  his  back, 
quite  straight,  at  full  length,  with  his 
head  on  a  pack  and  a  waterproof  coat 
over  him.     He  was   profoundly  asleep. 

Hasty    SCiad    of    Place 

The  pioneer  captain  pointed  toward 
little  masses  of  men  below  the  crest  of 
rising  ground,  "i  thought  they  would 
go  up  an  hour  ago.  but  they'a  still  wait- 
ing, poor  lad*.  1  expect  they'll  go  in 
all  right." 

"Nasty  kind  of  a  place."  ssid  the 
pioneer,  "l  thought  I  should  have  to 
spend  the  night  there.  Glad  I  didn't, 
though,  and  such/a  night.  I  never  saw 
anything  like  it.  It  was  exactly  like 
hell,  only  worse.  The  sky  was  full  of 
shells  and   lights,   bursting  like  blaaes." 

A  German  shell  was  coming  our  way. 
I  heard  Its  high,  gobbling  note,  and 
ahirted  my  steel  hat  a  little,  hoping  it 
might  serve.  There  was  a  nasty  crash 
tlfty  yards  away,  below  the'  road, 
where  some  of  the  men  were  bunched. 
A  whistle  sounded,  and  the  R.  A.  M.  0. 
men,  who  had  been  squatting  on  their 
stretchers,  sprang  up  and  ran,  carry- 
ing their  stretchers  down  ths  trsck. 
They  hsd  found  some  work  to  do. 

Two  other  shells  came  closer,  snd  we 
changed  our  position  a  little.  It  waa 
setting  rather  hot.  but  not  so  hot  aa 
other  places,  compared  with  which  our 
ground  was  paradise  Mametz  village 
waa  behind  our  lines  now,  and  was  be- 
ing heavily  shelled  by  the  enemy.  It 
was  a  very  ugly  spot,  but  even  that 
was  a  health  resort,  as  ths  soldiers 
say.  compared  with  any  of  the  German 
positions  In  the  nelghborhod  of  Contai- 
ns* laon. 

our  guns  were  concentrating  thalr 
tire  along  the  line  north  of  Birch  Tr?e 
wood,  from  Horseshoe  trench,  now  In 
our  hands,  across  to  Peak  wood  and 
Quadrangle  trench,  and  away  to  Mametz 
wood  on  the  right.  We  also  were  put- 
ting a  terrific  barrage  around  the  vil- 
lage of  Contslmalson  and  Acid  Drop 
copse. 

Avalanche    of    Italia

It  yielded  finally,  when  the  troops  on 
lbs  right  fought  their  way  up  to  Peak 
wood,  captured  tt  and  enfiladed  the 
enemy  with  machine  sun  fire.  At  that 
moment  they  saw  that  their  position 
was  hopeless,  and  cams  running  out 
with  their  hands  up  In  the  air. 

Walk  into  Barrage 
yesterday  morning  the  attack  fol- 
lowing the  bombardment  extended  from 
these  points  southwest  of  Contalmalson 
sway  to  the  right.  Unfortunately,  al- 
though ths  fortune  of  wsr  favored  us 
In  another  way,  the  troops  on  the 
right  were  unable  to  make  much  head- 
way, but  at  this  time  an  extraordinary, 
and,  for  the  enemy,  a'  terrible  thing 
happened.  Soma  battalions  of  the 
Prussian  Guard  reserve  hurriedly 
brought  up  a  day  or  two  ago  from  Va- 
lenciennes, and  thrown  Into  ths  battls- 
rield  without  maps  or  guidance,  cams  to 
meet  our  men  on  the  right  snd  walked 
up  by  sn  awful  .  stroke  of  chance 
straight  Into  the  terrific  barrage  which 
our  guns  had  Just  started  from  near 
Contalmalson.  The  whole  battalion  was 
cut   to  pieces. 

As  soon  as  our  barrage  lifted,  our 
troops  on  the  right,  most  of  them  men 
of  Yorkshlrs  arid  the  northern  counties, 
swept  forward  and  without  great  trouble 
entered  Contalmalson  and  Bailiff  wood, 
to  the  northwest.  It  was  their  lights 
I  had  seea  signalling  through  the 
smoke  ft  was  a  magnificent  success, 
not  too  dearly  bought,  but  Just  when 
our  position  looked  full  of  promise  for 
the  morrow,  disappointing  news  came. 
The  details  of  what  happened  are  not 
clear.  The  Germans  were  reported  to 
be  streaming  out  of  Mametz  wood  to- 
ward Contalmalson,  apparently  to  make 
a  counter-attack  there.  The  enemy's 
fcuns  were  shelling  the  place,  the  rain  fell 
heavily,  and  our  men,  who  had  fought 
so  well  and  so  lone,  were  exhaustejL. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  communica- 
tion and  other  troubles  which  happen 
In  these  times,  the  situation  became 
confused,  and  late  In  the  evening  It  was 
reported  that  Contslmalson  had  been 
evacuated  as  a  temporary  measure  for 
defensive  reasons.  We  are  now  hold- 
ing the  outskirts  of  Contalmalaon  in,  or 
In  the  neighborhood  of.  the  cemetery, 
and,  1  believe,  Acid  Drop  copse.  80  we 
are  in  a  sound  position  for  further  at- 
tacks. 

utterly    Broken 
A    large    number    of    prisoners    were 
taken,    and    they    came  -straggling    back 
over   the    battlefield    in   miserable   little 
groups. 

They  were  the  remnants  of  the  3rd 
Prussian  Guards  Division,  which  had 
been  so  utterly  broken  that  It  no  lontV 
exists  as  a  flghtin;  unit.  Those  who* 
did  not  fall  into  our  hands  hsve  been 
withdrawn  from  the  line.  Some  of  them 
told  me  that  after  leaving  Valenciennes 
a  few  days  ago,  after  our  attack  start- 
ed, they  were  brought  to  Cambral,  and 
while  the  officers  were  sent  on  by 
motorcycle,  they  marched  a  long  dls-r 
tancs  through  sn  unknown  country  to 
the  front.  They  did  not  know  the  Eng- 
lish had  such  gunners.  Their  officers 
'had  no  maps,  snd  they  had  an  ominous 
Idea  that  they  were  going  to  their 
doom,  but  the  strength  ot  our  artillery 
and  its  deadly  accuracy  of  aim  sur- 
prised  him. 

"God  send  a  quick  ending  to  the  war." 
said  one  of  them,  and  so  spoke  the 
words  as  a  prayer,  with  hands  upraised. 

RussWlii  ' 
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Successful  Advance  Causes 
Stoppage  of  German  Offen- 
sive Against  Lutsk— Stok- 
hod  River  Crossed. 


PKTROGRAD,  July  11.— The  Russian 
drive  against  the  German  line  on  both 
sides  of  the  Kovel-Sarny  railroad  had 
the  desired  effect  of  stopping  the  Ger- 
man offensive  and  to  drive  the  enemy 
across  the  Stokhod  to  the  northwest 
and  westward  .toward  Vladimir  Volyn- 
akl. 

Bvldnik  and  Mosor,  where  a  fierce 
battle  was  in  progress,  as  mentioned  In 
the  official  communication,  are  on  the 
west,  bank  of  the  stokhod,  at  either 
side  of  the  llevno-Kovel  railway.  Par- 
tner to  the  left  of  this  widening  circle 
of  the  battle  line  beyond  Lutsk,  the 
Russians  are  delivering  sledge-hammer 
blows  In  the  vicinity  of  Klsellne  and 
Znbllno.    before  Vladimir   Volynski. 

The  unexpected  Russian  advance 
north  of  ths  Kovel-Uarny  railroad  car- 
ried the  Russian  line  to  the  Hokhod 
River,  which  has  been  crossed  at  sever- 
al points.  In  spite  of  the  best  defence 
the  Germans  were  able  to  offer.  At 
the  preaent  moment,  according  to  the 
military  critics,  there  now  remain  no 
more  natural  barriers  between  the  Rus- 
sisn  lines  and  Kovel,  In  the  shape  of 
rivers  and   swamps. 

It  Is  predicted  that  other  news  may 
be  expected  of  assaults  on  recently  con- 
structed German  fortifications  before 
Kovel.

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TO  IN  VICTORY 


Progress  of  Allies'  General  Of- 
fensive Causes  Change  of 
Mind  in  Germany— Country 
One  Vast  Hospital. 


ROTTERDAM.  July  11.— A  great 
chsnge  has  come  over  the  outlook  of  ths 
German  people,  from  comparative  to  the 
dsspast  anxiety.  Every  newspaper  is 
now  warning  the  people  to  expect  a 
furious  and  prolonged  conflict,  in  which 
the  whole  Issue  of  ths  war  may  he  de- 
cided, and  which  In  any  event  will  be  a 
terrible  ordeal   for   the  German   troops. 

Oreat  fear  seems  to  have  entered  Ger- 
man hearts.  Although  German  head- 
quarters speak  of  the  Allies  having  ob- 
tained no  serious  advantage,  or  talk  of 
the  disappointments  for  the  British, 
alongside  these  versions  stands  the  of- 
ficial communiques  of  ths  Allies,  un- 
touched by  the  censor  and  without  even 
the  ironical  headlines  which  hitherto 
have  accompanied  them.  The  truth  Is 
not  being  withheld'  from  the  German 
people,  but  the  public  is  being  prepared 
for  unfavorable  developments.  ■ 

Neutral  travelers  say  that  the  Ger- 
man public  appreciate  almost  to  the  full 
the  menace  involved  In  ths  fact  that  at 
last  the  Allies  are  conducting  a  simul- 
taneous offensive  on  all  fronts,  and  that 
the  German  leaders  have  practically  lost 
forever  the  advantage  of  being  able  to 
move  great  bodies  of  troops  to  threat- 
ened points. 

There  is  even  talk  of  defensive  wsr 
on  Germany's  own  frontiers.  One  neu- 
tral sums  up  public  opinion  aa  follows: 

"The  chances  01  victory  lie  only  on 
the  slds  of  Germany's  enemies.  They 
may  be  defeated,  but  that  will  not  bring 
Germany  victory.    Germany  can  only  at 


best  not  be  defeated;  she  cannot  be  vic- 
torious." 

Strain   Is   Severe 

LONDON,  July  11.— The  Rotterdam 
correspondent  of  The  Daily  News,  tele- 
graphing under  yestsrday's  date,  ssys: 

"It  is  becoming^ increasingly  evident 
that  the  German  nation  is  slowly  recog- 
nizing that  their  much-trusted  iron-ring 
of  troops  is  being  battered,  and  that  ths 
Allies  must  soon  show  Inevitable  re- 
sults. 

"The  strain  of  the  struggle  to  hold 
all  the  fronts  Is  turning  Germany  Into 
one  vast  hospital,  and  Is  chilling  ths 
hesrts  of  the  people.  The  mass  of 
wounded  arriving  from  all  fronts  Is  a 
visible  result  of  what  some  papers  are 
describing  as  the  great  critical  struggle 
for  victory  or  defeat. 

"Major  Moraht,  the  military  critic,  in- 
forms ths  people  that  the  Russlsn  of- 
fensive Is  mors  sustained  than  the 
whole  world  expected.  The  usual  crowd 
of  newspaper  men  who  have  always  been 
taken  along  to  describe  any  big  event, 
and  even  the  permanently  accredited 
correspondents  at  German  headquarters, 
are  not  describing  affairs.  Only  ths 
army  critics  are  talking,  and  they  are 
gloomy.  Major  Moraht  In  The  Berlin 
Tages  Zeltung  says: 

"In  the  West,  as  elsewhsre,  the  great 
question  for  us  is  staving  off  a  decisive 
defeat" 


FROM  WIRE  TO  WIRELESS 


Operator  at  Barrlefleld  Camp  stakes  Dis- 
covery   Which    May    Sxplala 
-  German  Secret 


KINGSTON.  Ont.,  July  11.— By  a 
discovery  made  at  Barrlefleld  camp  on 
Saturday  It  is  believed  ths  •secret  of 
how  the  Germans  have  been  able  to 
get  the  contents  of  messages  sent  from 
the  Allies'  headquarters  to  the  front 
line  has  been   found. 

Working  at  his  radio  Instrument  at 
Barrlefleld  on  Saturday  8gt.  Hicks 
heard  a  message  which  he  knew  could 
not  be  sent  from  any  wireless  station 
within  his  receiving  limits.  It  was  In 
the   Morse  code. 

He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  It 
must  be  from  a  buzzer  that  waa  work- 
ing In  another  tent  ninety  feet^away. 
The  electricity  which  waa  passing 
over  the  buzzer  /ire  was  being  ab- 
sorbed and  became  active  over  the 
wireless  receiving  apparatus. 

This  Is  undoubtedly  what  the  Ger- 
mane have  long  known  and  used  in 
many  cases  to  good  advantage  agalnat 
the  Allies.  An  order  to  advance  would 
become  known  to  them  Instantly,  as 
well  as  many  other  things  they  should 
not  know  ' 

In  official  circles  great  Importance  Is 
attached   to   the  discovery. 


TO  IMFmiS 


Attention  Drawn  to  Fact  that 
French  Have  Gained  More 
by  Prudence  and  Thorough- 
ness of  Bombardment. 


PARIS.  July  11. — As  reports  of  the 
fighting  multiply,  other  features  In 
which  the  Britlah  and  French  ex- 
perience differed  during  the  last  week 
come  Into  prominence  Two  of  these 
festures  csn  be  particularly  empha- 
sized as  calling  for  close  and  Imme- 
diate attention. 

The  first  Is  that,  although  their  ad- 
vance was,  In  fact,  much  mere  rapid, 
the  French  Infantry  showed  admirable 
circumspection,  whereas  la  some  cases 
parties  of  our  own  men  paced  ahead, 
wane  cut  on",  and  ws  lost  heavily  la 
consequence.  The  >ther  fact  Is  that 
the  enemy  cavsrns  and  machine  gun 
shelters  appear  to  bars  been  destroyed 
niore  effectually  by  the  French  than 
by  the  British  preparatory  bombard- 
ment. 

The  military  censors  of  bath  coun- 
tries wisely  passed  evidence  oa  both 
points,  sod  since  they  are  among  the 
cardinal  points  of  the  tactical  conduct 
of  sn  offensive,  and  our  soldiers  have 
time,  inclination  and  interest  ta  leera 
from  their  latest  experience.

Make  Rather  Large  Assertions 
as  to  Superiority  of  Their 
Machines  —  Reference  to 
Constant  Raids  by  Allies, 


BERLIN.  July  11.— All  report*  Indi- 
cate that  the  struggle  for  mastery  of 
the  air  on  the  West  front  has  reached  a 
point  of  Intensity  unprecedented  during 
the  war.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
Homme  battle  the  French  and  Kngltsh 
•re  employing  swarms  of  ttghting  aero- 
planes to  break  up  the  German  aerial 
reconnaissance,  which  ia  greatly  favored 
by  the  terrain,  as  the  enemy's  troop 
movements  and  drawing  together  of 
huge  masses  of  ammunition  supplies  are 
easily  spotted  by  German  fliers  on  the 
rolling  plains  of  Picardy,  with  its  many 
little  villages  and  lack  of  woods. 

Germans  pralae  the  undeniable  dar- 
ing of  enemy  fliers,  which  is  proved  by 
the  extraordinary  number  of  22  shot 
down  behind  the  German  front,  but  they 
contend  that  the  fokker  fliers  have  es- 
tablished new  records  of  superiority  over 
enemy  fighting  aeroplanes  in  a  ratio  ex- 
ceeding live  to  one.  Air  battles  are  be- 
ing fought  with  increasing  frequency, 
not  only  among  men  at  the  front,  but 
those  far  to  the  rear,  as  a  result  of  the 
French  and  English  air  raids  on  German 
lines  of  communication.  Every  night 
last  week  on  which  weather  conditions 
permitted  enemy  squadrons  were  In  ac- 
tion, trying  to  drop  bombs  on  railways, 
bridges  and  spots  behind  the  German 
front,  the  short  bright  June  lights  par- 
ticularly favoring  the  excursions.  Early 
dawn  has  been  a  favorite  time  for  en- 
emy squadrons   to  drop  bombs. 

Eye-witnesses  describe  these  squad- 
rons as  sailing  In  close  formation  on 
the  stralghtest  possible  course  toward 
their  goal.  Most  of  the  aeroplanes  are 
loaded  with  bombs  and  convoyed  by 
fighting  aeroplanes  to  keep  off  the  Ger- 
man fokker  fighters.  Under  way,  the 
enemy  filers  generally  divide  Into  small 
groups,  and  after  finishing  their  Job  re- 
turn homeward  singly.  German  cor- 
respondents, however,  unanimously  re- 
port that  little  serious  damage  so  far 
has  been  inflicted  by  these  continuous 
night   raids. 


Municipal  Kitchens  and  Eating 
Houses  are  Started— Elab- 
orate System  of  Doling  Out 
Food  is  Evolved, 


BERLIN,  July  10,  Via  LONDON, 
July  11. — The  first  serious  step  toward 
the  solution  of  the  problem  of  feeding 
the  masses  In  Berlin  by  means  of  mu- 
nicipal kitchens  and  eating  houses  was 
taken  today  with  the  opening  of  an  in- 
stitution combining  those  features'  In 
the  great  market  hall  In  the  east  side 
of  the  «jity,  where  the  population  Is 
composed  mainly  of  working  men. 

About  7,000  persons  will  be  fed  dally 
this  week,  and  after  that  20,000,  the 
food  consisting  of  meat  and  vegetable 
■tew  and  groats,  cooked  in  gigantic 
kettles.  The  city  ward,  where  the 
market  Is  situated,  is  divided  into 
seven  districts,  each  of  whfch  has  its 
own  distributing  places,  to  which  the 
cooked  food  Is  taken  from  the  central 
station.  * 

The  central  institution  and  each  of 
the  seven  stations  distribute  to  persons 
who  desire  to  take  food  to  their  homes. 
All  the  places  are  also  equipped  to 
feed  such  persons  as  desire  to  eat 
there. 

Those  desiring  to  take  advantage  of 
the  Institution  apply  a  week  ahead, 
surrender  seven-tenths  of  their  meat 
card  and  two-thirds  of  their  potato 
card,  and  receive  a  card  for  these  con- 
taining seven  coupons.  When  an  ap- 
plicant appears  at  an  eating  hall  he 
presents  a  coupon  and  40  pfennigs,  re- 
ceiving a  check  entitling  him  to  one 
litre  of  food. 

Head  Burgomaster  Wermuth,  who 
spent  a  great  part  of  the  day  In  the 
central  kitchen,  told  the  Associated 
Press  that  the  sum  of  40  pfennigs  cov- 
ers the  actual  running  expenses,  .In- 
cluding food  and  labor. 

"'A  number  of  big  factories  are  al- 
ready taking  advantage  of  the  new  In- 
stitution, one  alone  ordering  700  por- 
tions dally,'  the  burgomaster  said. 
"Next  week  we  will  open  a  similar  In- 
stitution In  another  city  ward,  the  fol- 
lowing week  another,  and  the  third 
week,  the  great  central  stockyards, 
where  40,000  persons  can  be  fed  dally. 
We  have  plans  to  fsbd  260,000  two 
months  from  now,  but  there  is  no 
limit;  we  shall  go  half  a  million  if  the 
demand  exists." 

Estimate   of   Marvest 

The  Berlin  far  food  office,  of  which 
Adolph  von  Batockl  Is  head,  announced 
today  that  crop  reports  from  various 
sections  of  the  country  were,  for  the 
most  part,  very  favorable. 

It  Is  stated  that  if  there  is  good  har- 
vest weather  a  good  average  harvest 
can  certainly  be  expected.  In  the 
worst  case,  hay,  clover,  breadstuff's  and 
fodder  will  be  far  better  than  last 
year's  yields. 

After  the  next  few  weeks,  during 
which  stocks  on  hand  must  still  be  re- 
sorted to,  the  food  office  says  that  an 
Important  betterment  In  the  whole  food 
situation  can   be  reckoned  on. 

Meats  and  fata  only  will  remain 
comparatively  scarce,  but  measures 
have  already  been  taken  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  consumers.  A  re- 
duction in  fend  prices  is  also  being 
contemplate!   wherever  possible.

OF  CAMP  BORDEN 


Minister  of  Militia  Presides  at 
Great  Military  Parade—Ten 
Brigades  March  Past  — 
Monday  Night's  Trouble.

CAMP  BORDEN.  Ont,  July  11.— Ten 
Drldages,  comprising  more  than  30,000 
officers  and  men,  marched  past  Major- 
Ueneral  Sir  Bam  Hughes,  at  the  of- 
ficial opening  of  Camp  Borden  today 
in  what  was,  perhaps,  the  greatest 
military    review    In    Canadian   history. 

The  huge  parade  glistened  with  long 
lines  of  bayonets  as  regiment  after 
regiment  marched  '  ist  to  the  martial 
music  of  the  brigade  bands.  It  took 
only  a  few  minutes  less  than  an  hour 
tor  the  review,  which  constituted  a 
spectacle  that  has  only  once  been  par- 
alleled In  the  Dominion — at  Valcartler, 
when   the   first  contingent  was   there. 

In    summer    Galea 

Sir  Bam  received  the  salute,  clad  In 
khaki,  without  his  coat,  and  wearing 
his  sun  helmet,  and  the  brilliant  sun- 
shine shone  on  a  mass  of -straw -hatted, 
coatless  soldiers,  a  concession  to  com- 
fort allowed  by  the  authorities  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  exceptional  heat. 

The  parade  was  not  marred  In  any 
way  by  any  aftermath  of  last  night's 
disturbances,  and  In  the  light  of  the 
<xay's  clearer  insight,  reports  of  that 
outbreak  were  seen  to  have  been  great- 
ly exaggerated.  The  London  battalions, 
with  whom  the  trouble  originated,  were 
in  their  place  In  the  parade,  and  be- 
yond some  mutterings  among  those  of 
the  rank  and  file  who  were  still  un- 
reconciled to  the  camp  and  its  new 
conditions,  there  was  nothing  to  indi- 
cate that  the  insuboddlnate  conduct  of 
some  of  their  members  last  night  was 
indicative  of   the  general  spirit. 

Many  prominent  persons  from  Otta- 
wa, Montreal,  Toronto,  and  other  points 
arrived  at  the  camp  for  the  review  to- 
day. 

Before  the  parade  Wgan  Sir  Sam  for- 
mally opened  the  rifle  ranges,  firing 
three  shots  and  scoring  a  bullseye. 
Despite  the  rapid  influx  of  troops,  the 
camp,  as  a  result  of  the  energy  of 
Col.  It.  Low,  Is  practically  ready  for 
them  all.  The  water  is  excellent  and 
the  supply  ample.  The  camp  is  sandy, 
but  the  parade  ground  is  grass-grown 
and  not  unusually  dusty.  It  is  a 
training  ground  splendidly  adapted  for 
the   instruction   of   units. 

Monday  Wight's  Trouble 
As  for  the  trouble  with  the  London 
battalions,  Uhe  primary  cause  of  It  was 
because  the  units  wished  to  remain  In 
their  previous,  quarters  Instead  of  com- 
ing to  Camp  Borden.  The  excuse  came 
yesterday  when  soldiers  were  ordered 
not.  to  carry  their  water  bottles  on 
practice  review.  The  reason  for  the 
order  was  the  f act  that  too  much  drink- 
ing of  water  under  a  hot  sun  is  con- 
sidered in  military  practice  bad  for  the 
soldier's  powers  of  endurance  on  the 
march.  -^, 

The  trouble  had  been  brewing  since 
the  return  from  the  rehearsal  at  2:30, 
and  there  was  evidently  some  organiz- 
ation of  the  demonstration.  About  2,000 
men  formed  up  In  a  straggling  lino 
near  the  lines  of  the  London  battalions, 
led  by  men  shouting  and  waving  sticks. 
Among  the  shouts  could  be  heard  such 
as:  "Do  we  like  this  holer*  "No." 
"We  can't  get  a  wash."  "We  want  wet 
canteens."  "We  want  to  go  back  to 
U>ndon."  "We  won't  sleep  and  live  in 
dust    for    twenty-four    hours." 

When  the  crowd  arrived  near  head- 
quarters. Col.  Osborne  tried  to  reason 
with  the  men.  He  told  them  that  ho 
had  been  working  hard  for  two  weeks 
to  make  the  camp  comfortable,  and  If 
they  would  be  patient  things  would  be 
soon   all    right 
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[quarters    Building 


The  mob,  not  satisfied,  then  moved 
off  to  the  headquarters  building.  The 
front  of  the  south  veranda  was  at  once 
a  mass  of  men,  black  with  dust.  They 
climbed  on  the  roof  and  mounted  the 
railway  cars  nearby.  Officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers  tried  In  vain  for 
a  hearing. 

A  good  proportion  of  the  men  cams 
trom  London,  and  they  kept  repeating 
their  request  to  return  to  that  city. 
Brigadier-General  Logie  appeared  with 
a  list  of  complaints  that  had  been  hand- 
ed to  him  on  behalf  of  the  men.  The 
tlrst,  he  said,  was  that  they  had  not 
been  allowed  water  bottles  In  practice 
rehearsals  Ho  promised  that  they 
should  have  the  bottles  tomorrow. 

"We  want  to  go  back  to  London,"  the 
men  shouted.       "Or    send    us    overseas 
We   might   as   well   die   there  as  choke 
with  dust  hers." 

"I  cannot  send  you  back,  or  overseas. 
That  is  for  the  Government."  said  the 
general. 

The  officers  then  left  and  held  a  con- 
ference later,  many  of  the  men  return- 
ing to  their  lines  The  rioting  finally 
subsided  about  11  o'clock,  after  several 
arrests  were  made.

Noted  German  Corps  Meets 
More  Than  Match  in  Rus- 
sia's "Iron  Division"  —  Is 
Withdrawn  From  Conflict, 


PETROQRAD.  July  10,  via  London, 
July  11. — A  dispatch  to  the  Ruaaky 
Blovoe  from  Southwestern  headquarters 
■ays: 

"When  news  of  the  rolling  up  of  the 
Austrian  Fourth  Army,  and  the  forcing 
of  the  defences  of  Lutsk  was  received 
In  Berlin,  the  Emperor  ordered  the  im- 
mediate dispatch  thither  of  the  best 
available  forces  of  the  strategical  re- 
serves In  France.  The  first  troops  sent 
to  support  the  Austrlans  were  the 
Tenth  Imperial  Corps,  including  the 
Twentieth  Brunswick,  .  the  so-called 
'Steel  Division,'  cocernlng  whose  prow- 
ess numerous  legends  have  arisen  In 
Germany. 

"The  corps  reached  Vladlmlr-Volynsky 
and  Lutsk.  The  onslaught  of  the  Ger- 
man 'Steel  Division'  was  met  by  a 
Russian  division,  which  In  the  earlier 
stages  of  the  war  won  the  name  of  the 
Iron  Division.'  Advancing  to  the  at- 
tack, the  Oermans  Bred  tans  of  thou- 
sands of  shells  in  an  uninterrupted  can- 
nonade for  four  days  and  nights.  Then 
charge  followed  charge,  and  one  after 
another   broke. 

"Russian  Iron  was  proof  against  Ger- 
man steel. 

"During  a  short  lull  on  the  evening 
of  the  second  day  the  Oermans  dis- 
played signboards  above  their  trenches 
beating  the  inscription.  'Tour  Russian 
iron  Is  no  worse  than  the  German  steel, 
but  all   the  sane   we  shall  smash   you.' 

"The  Russians  retorted  'Come  on  and 
try.'

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It  ought  to  ho  possible  to  discuss  the 
unification  of  the  British  Empire  with- 
out Impugning  ths  motives  of  others, 
but  since  our  correspondent  Mr.  Frank 
C  Cunllffe,  of  Nenelmo,  does  not  think 
so,  perhaps  it  may  bo  wall  to  My. that 
UMro  are  Canadian*  who  yeara  ago  were 
taught  at  school  that  one  of  their  objects 
In  life  ought  to  be  to  promote  this  uni- 
fication, and  that  eome  of  ua  ware,  by 
voice,  pen  and  action,  endeavoring  to 
discharge  thin  Imperial  taak  long  bafora 
the  new  apoatlc*  of  the  cult  had  learned 
that  there  was  an  Empire  to  be  unified. 
That  the  labors  of  theae  Canadians  have 
1.01  been  In  vain  la  ahown  by  the  fact 
that  aa  aoon  aa  the  Great  War  opened7 
Canada  caat  In  her  fortune*  with  the 
Mother  Country  and  has  contributed  her 
man  and  money  without  eTlnt  to  the 
common  cause.  This  has  been  the  re- 
sult of  what  Mr.  Cunllffe  and  others  call 
"tlte  policy  of  lalssex  falre."  May  wa 
aak  what  more  could  have  been  expected 
If  'any  one  of  the  JUlna  for  importer 
'  Federation  that  have  been  proposed  at 
different  tlmea  during  the  last  half  cen- 
tury had  been  carried  Into  effect? 

Mr.  Cunllffe  feels  nailed  upon  to  criti- 
cize our  attitude  towards  Mr.  Lionel 
Curtls's  recant  work.  "The  Problem  of 
the  Commonwealth."  In  thla  respect 
b*  out-Curtlses  Curtis.  The  writer  of 
thla  and  tha  preceding  article  has  had 
the  opportunity  of  reading  this  book 
and  of  dlsousalng  Its  contents  with  the 
author.  It  wouW  be  discourteous  to 
make  reference  here  to  what  was  said 
In  private  conversations,  but  we  feel 
safe  In  saying  that  Mr.  Curtis  would  not 
be  disposed  to  be  as  denunciatory  as  Mr. 
Cunllffe  feels  Justified  In  being  in  Us 
behalf.  Mr.  Curtis.  In  his  book  and  pri- 
vately, only  advances  his  views  as  a 
contribution  to  a  eubject  of  great  impor- 
tance, and  the  article  referred  to  by 
our  correspondent  waa  written  In  re- 
sponse to  the  authors  wish  for  frank 
criticism. 

But  thla  Is  quite  beside  the  mark, 
which  la.  whether  tha  plan  favored  by 
Mr.  Curtla  Is  workable.  He  only  sug- 
gests one  thing  that  can  really  be  called 
new,  and  that  Is  What  he  himself  calls 
"tbo  "ting  in  the  tall"  of  the  book. 
Various  kinds  of  Imperial  governing 
bodies  have  been  suggested,  the  assign- 
ment of  powers  between  the  local  and 
Imperial  bodies  has  been  debated  over 
and  over  again.  On  these  points  Mr. 
Curtis  has  not  and  does  not  claim  to 
have  advanced  anything  new.  His  new 
suggestion,  "the  sting  In  the  tall."  Is 
that  tha  Empire  aa  a  whole  shall  have 
power  to  coerce  any  part  of  It.  That 
waa  tried  by  Lord  North  In  the  eventrul 
years  before  171*.  and  it  cost  the  Em- 
pire half  the  North  American  Continent. 
It  Will  never  be  tried  again.  It  Is 
chiefly  to  thla  coercive  plan,  advocated 
by  Mr.  Curtis,  that  we  take  objection, 
and  that  wo  may  not  lay  ourselves  open 
to  the  charge  of  misrepresenting  him, 
we  shall  quote  his  own  words  on  essen- 
tial points,  summarising  only  what  space 
Will  not  permit  ua  to  reproduce.  This 
phase  of  the  case  will  be  found  In  Chap- 
ter .Will.  in  prevlout  chapters  he 
has  outlined  hla  plan  for  an  Imperial 
Parliament,  charged  with  the  decision 
of  all  questions  pertaining  to  peace  and 
war.  and  hence,  responsible  for  the  de- 
fence of  tha  Empire.  He  lays,  down  thla 
principle,  to  which  exception  cannot  be 
taken:  "No  financial  aystem  Is  sound 
which  does  not  enable  a  government  to 
collect  tha  revenues,  to  which  it  la  en- 
titled, from  the  taxpayers  themselves  aa 
a  last  reaort."  Thia  la  the  basic  prin- 
ciple of  Mr.  Curtls'a  plan.  It  la  an 
absolutely  sound  principle,  and  the  fact 
that  It  cannot  be  applied  to  the  several 
parts  of  the  Empire  proves  that  hla  plan 
la  unworkable.  This  Is  how  he  suggests 
It  would  work  out:  The  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment having  decided  how  much,  each 
Dominion  should  pay  Into  ita  treasury, 
that  amount  ahould  he  a  drat  charge 
upon  the  revenuea  of  each  Dominion,  in- 


cluding the  United  Kingdom.  He  Illus- 
trate* hla  case  by  referring  to  South 
Africa,  and  say  a: 

Now  suppose  that  the  quota  due  from 
Routh  Afrtoan  taxpayers  to  the  Imperial 
Treasury  were  made  ey  the  Imperial 
constitution  aa  a  drat  charge  upon  the 
exchequer  account  of  the  Union,  its 
punctual  payment  might  be  secured  by 
authorising  the  Governor,  who  la  and' 
always  will  remain  an  Imperial  officer,  to 
sign  warrants  drawn  by  the  Imperial 
Treasury  and  endorsed  by  the  Imperial 
Auditor-General.  The  Union  bankers 
wouM  have  to  treat  theae  warrants  as  a 
charge  upon  the  exchequer  account, 
wMes  would  rank  prior  to  warrants 
drawn  by  the  Dominion  treasury.  Tha 
tiaeorner  hlaWlf  might  sis*  be  forbid- 
den to  sign  Dominion  warrants  until 
outstanding  warrants  nasi  been  met.

If  this  faffed,  then  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment might  take  any  etsps  that  might 
be  neceestry  to  compel  the  Dominion  to 
say  the  noaey.  Suppose  such  a  pro- 
position i.s  this  were  submitted  to  the 
people  of  the  United  Kingdom,  does  any 
ose  suppose  they  would  accept  It?  At 
present  the  population  of  Canada.  Aus- 
tralia. New  Zealand  and  South  Africa  la 
something  ahove  eighteen  million*  and 
that  air  the  United  Kingdom  something 
In  excess  of  forty-five  millions;  but  it 
U  not  difficult  to  estimate  when  the 
population  of  the  four  Dominions  will 
be  greater  than  that  of  the  United  King- 
dom, la  It  supposable  that  the  people 
of  the  United  Kingdom  would  submit  to 
the  presence  of  collectors  empowered 
by  the  overseas  Dominions  to  collect 
from  them  whatever  sum  the  overseas 
Dominions  might  assess  upon  the  United 
Kingdom?  To  ask  this  question  is  to 
answer  it,  and  there  Is  no  necessity  of 
asking  how  the  people  of  Canada  and 
the  other  Dominions  would  receive  such 
a  proposal-  This  is  "the  atlng  in  the 
tall"  of  Mr.  Curtls's  plan,  and  It  would 
atlng  the  Empire  to  death. 


But  some  may  ask  what  have  we  to 
suggest  if  we  do  not  accept  this  plan. 
We  are  not  convinced  of  the  neceeslty  of. 
suggesting  anything.  Speaking  a  few 
days  ago  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Balfour  eald: 
"Canada,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand, 
without  the  calculation  of  ingenious 
theoretical  and  political  writers,  have 
sent  us  of  their  best  In  the  great  Joint 
effort  to  maintain  those  Ideals  of  free- 
dom and  liberty  which  are  the  proud 
boast  of  our  race.  And  they  have  come 
without  persuasion  or  pressure."  To 
this  we  may  add  that,  If  the  Dominions 
will  not  come  forward  voluntarily  to  the 
defence  of  the   Empire,    they   cannot   be 


than  the  worre  expected- — Meanwhile 
the  pressure  eostlnues.  The  Ruaalans 
continue  to  advance;  the  British  have 
driven  the  enemy  out  of  Important  posi- 
tions and  tha  Preach  are  threatening 
Peronne.  On  no  points  along  the  battle 
line*  are  conditions  other  than  unfavor- 
able to  the  Teutons. 

While  the  i  Prench  are  vry  near 
Peronne.  we  are  Inclined  to  think  they 
will  not.  endeavor  to  destroy  the  town 
by  bombardment  or  carry  it  by  assault. 
bat  will  devote  themselves  to  cutting  off 
Its  communications  and  thus  either  com- 
pel the  Germans  to  evacuate  It  or  sur- 
render. Either  event  will  be  a  disaster 
to  the  enemy  and  may  compel  him  to 
change  his  whole  front  west  of  the 
Champagne,  and  thla  may  be  only  pre- 
liminary to  his.  early  evacuation  of  thla 
part  of  Prance.  The  Germans  stand  In 
this  position:  They  do  not  know  where 
the  next  blow  may  fall.  They  dare  not 
move  their  troops  from  one  point  to 
strengthen  their  linea  at  another.  The 
Allies  have  only  to  be  ateady  and  pur- 
sue a  systematic  offensive  to  win  early 
success. 


compelled  to  do  so  even  by  the  Judicial 
Committee  of  the  Privy  Council.  There 
are  people  to  whom  the  expression  "Im- 
perial Federation"  is  like  "that  blessed 
word  Mesopotamia."  There  Is  supposed 
to  be  some  magic  in  It.  But  It  has  no 
definite  meaning.  Hardly  any  two  peo- 
ple who  talk  about  It  mean  the  same 
thing.  There  are  some  of  us  who  think 
we  have  a  working  Federation  now.  It 
Is  a  good  enough  Federation  to  bring 
fully  three-quartess  of  a  million  sona  of 
the  Empire  residing  In  the  self-govern- 
ing Dominions  to  the  flag,  without  com- 
pulsion, at  the  flrnt  call  to  arms.  For 
ourselves,  we  are  content  with  what  has 
been  shaped  on  the  anvil  of  time  by  the 
hammer  of  experience  since  the  days  of 
Queen  Bess  and  the  Uentlemen  Adven- 
turers, and  we  rest  confident  that  now 
that  the  Iron  of*  Imperialism  has  been 
heated  white  in  the  furnace  of  war,  the 
blows  of  the  hammer  will  work  with 
greater  rapidity,  and  out  of  the  process 
will  conic  a  United  Empire  In  whose  con- 
stitution coercion  shall  have  no  place, 
but  whose  fundamental  principle  shall 
be  mutual  goodwill  and  a  fuller  appre- 
ciation of  what  la  meant  by  the  terms 
British  self-government,  British  free- 
dom. British  traditions.  Without  these 
things,  the  most  Ingenious  Constitution 
that  can  be  put  on  paper  will  have  no 
sanction:  with  them  the  bonds  of  Em- 
pire, be  they  hardly  tangible,  will  prove 
everlasting.

The    character    of    the    news    received 
from   Europe  very  clearly  Indicates  that 
the   opinion    is   growing    In    the    Central 
Empires  that  they  are  slowly  but  surely 
being  squeexed  to  death.     It  is  now  pos- 
sible  to  arrive  at   an   understanding  of 
the   general    plan   of    the   Allies.      Their 
policy  was  to  hold  the*  enemy  in  check 
until  the  new  British  army  and  the  new 
Russian  levies  were  in  a  posttlon  to  take 
tho  field  with  an  abundance  of  artillery 
and    ammunition,   and    then    to    begin    a 
general  movement.     While  this  develop- 
ment was  In  progress,  the  Teutonic  Pow- 
ers were  able,   thanks   to  the  wonderful 
system   of   railway   communications   de- 
aigned  for  Just  such  a  purpose,  to  move 
armtesN  from    point    to    point    and    thus 
seem     to     be     exceedingly     formidable 
everywhere.     Auatrlans  ware  rushed  to 
the  Verdun  front;  Bulgara  were  hurried 
to  the  Italian  border;  army  corps  were 
sent  across  Germany  to  the  Eaatern  or 
Western   fronts  and   back  again.     That 
the  Teutonic  peoples  and  even  neutrals 
should  Infer  fTbm  this  that  the  Central 
Empirea   were    impregnable    Is    not   sur- 
prising.    But  a  sudden  change  haa  been 
brought   about.      It    began    with   strokes 
by  tha  Russians  like  those  of  the  Ham- 
mer of  Thor.    In  a  few  weeks  more  than 
ISO.OOO  Hungarians  alone  ware  slain  by 
the  advancing  forces  of  the  Caar.     How 
many  we  must  add  to  this  for  the  death 
roll  of  Austrlans  and  Germans  wa  can 
at    present    only    surmise.      How    many 
scores  of  thousands  have  been  wounded 
has   not    yet  been  told.     We  know   that 
more  than  275,000  prisoners  have  fallen 
Into   the  hands   of    the   victorious    Rus- 
sians.    It   is   Impossible   that   leaa  than 
three  quarters  of  a  million  men  of  the 
Central    Empires   have   been    put   either 
permsnently    or     temporarily     hors    du 
combat.     The  number  of  men  sacrificed 
before  Verdun  la  not  told,  but  It  must 
be  very  large.     It  will  aurely  swell  the 
total   to   more  than  a  million.     To  thla 
muat    be    added    tha    casualties    in    the 
Italian     campaign.       Then     oame     tha 
Franco-British    offensive,    th*    breaking 
of  lines  which   tho  enemy  was  Justified 
In  thinking  impregnable  and  a  long  list 
of  killed,  wounded  and  prisoners.     A  cor- 
respondent  telegraphs   that  Germany  la 
being   converted   into  one  vast  hospital 
sad  the  espreeaioa  eaa  hardly  bo  an  ex- 
aggeratlon. 

Admissions  from  Berlin  are  significant.

8.  <>.,  waa  aaved  during 
the  recent  fighting  at  the  Ypres  salient 
by  the  steel  helmet  which  he  wore — a 
present  from  Sir  Richard  McBrlde — Is 
told  In  a  latter  received  from  Col.

Hardle,  of  Metchosln.  The  letter  gives 
a  graphic  account  of  the  historic  strug- 
gle, with  special  regard  to  the  phase 
which  affected  the  8th  Battalion,  of 
which  Col.  Matthews  Is  commanding 
officer.

"They  managed  to  drag  me  out  from 
the  ruins  and  got  me  to  another  and 
better  dugout,  which  the  Germans  had 
made  whilst  they  were  in  occupation, 
and  a  stretcher  bearer  bound  my  head 
up.  The  wound  bled  like  everything 
and  I  was  a  sorry  looking  mess.  My 
back  and  legs  were  strained  with  the 
weight  of  the  debris,  and  I  was  sore 
and  stiff  all  over,  but  very  lucky  to 
escape  with  my  life.  No  doubt  the 
steel  helmet  saved  me,  or  my  head 
would  have  been  split  in  two.  (This 
was  a  helmet  that  Hlr  Klchard  McBrlde 
presented  him.) 

"1  lay  In  the  dugout  till  about  noon 
the  next  day.  and  then  decided  to  try 
and  get  back  to  brigade  headquarters, 
which  with  the  aid  or  one  of  the 
scouts,  a  fine  chap  called  Bale,  I  eventu- 
ally did — a  mile  and  a  half  In  about 
two  hours. 

"It  waa  a  dreadful  sight  to  see  the 
dead  lying  about  Juat  as  they  had 
fallen  In  the  advance.  There  were  lots 
of  shells  flying  about  on  the  way  down, 
but  luckily  none  came  very  near  us.

"When  I  got  to  brigade  headquarters 
Oen.  Llpsett  made  ma  undress  and  lie 
on  his  bed,  which  I  did  till  about  9:30 
p.  m.,  when  1  got  up  and  was  taken  to 
the  advanced  dressing  station  at  a 
large  chateau  we  call  Bedford  House. 
From  there  the  motor  ambulance  took 
me  through  Ypres  by  moonlight  to 
Vlamertaghe  Mill  (about  the  aame 
place  aa  where  I  was  hit  last  year); 
here  I  waa  Inoculated  with  the  anti- 
tetanus toxin  and  sent  on  In  another 
ambulance  to  No.  10  Casualty  Clearing 
Station,  Just  beyond  Poperlnghe,  get- 
ting there  about  midnight,  where  I  was 
put  to  bed.  The  hospital  train  was  to 
leave  there  about  Z  p.  m.  the  next  day. 
During  the  morning  Oen.  Currle  same 
down  to  see  mo,  which  was  very  nice 
of  him,  I  thought. 

"About  an  hour  before  the  train  left 
they  took  me  to  the  operating  room, 
and  put  me  under  an  anaesthetic  and 
sawed  up  my  wound.  I  had  a  rather 
miserable  trip  of  over  six  hours  In  the 
train  to  No.  7  Stationary  Hospital  at 
Boulogne.  Hera  they  made  ma  very 
comfortable  and  looked  after  me  well, 
keeping  me  till  Sunday  morning  about 
11  a  m  .  when  they  started  me  off  for 
England,  and  got  to  Dover  about  I 
p.  m.  There  was  a  long  delay  In  un- 
loading, and  Anally  got  to  London 
(Charing  Cross  8tatlon)  about  •  p.  m. 
—great  crowds  there  cheering  the 
wounded  heroes?  We  wera  all  allotted 
to  different  hospitals — I  was  sent  to 
tha  Royal   Free  Hospital. 

"Tha  doctor  will  not  let  me  get  up 
till  thay  have  taken  another  X-lUy 
photo,  aa  tha  one  taken  at  Boulogne 
waa  no  good.  However.  I  am  foaling 
much  better  and  tha  wound  Is  healing 
up  quickly.  I  do  not  think  tha  akull  is 
Injured  at  all;  my  baek  Is  bettor,  but 
very  kinky. 

"If  I  gat  sick  leave  aooa  I  may  coma 
baek  to  B.  c.  to  get  my  affairs  oat  tied 
up.  but  do  not  want  to  lot  that  inter- 
fere la  any  way  with  my  work  at  the 
front.  I  am  vary  anxious  ot  gat  baek 
ta  tha  battalion  and  Snd  out  how  they 
got  on  after  I  left.  They  wera  to  have 
been  relieved  the  next  day,  but  I  am 
afraid  thay  lost  over  SSS  men."

Coincident  with  the  arrival  In  tho  city 
yeaterday  of  Mr.  M.  a.  Macdonald,  erat- 
whilo  Liberal  member  for  Vancouver, 
whose  fame  has  been  spread  far  and 
wldu  as  the  "wet"  candidate  for  whom 
gang*  of  "pluggera"  from  acroaa  the  In- 
ternational boundary  operated  with  auch 
signal  auccoas  at  the  recent  by-election 
in  Vancouver,  there  arrived  In  Victoria 
yesterday  morning  Mr.  Jerry  M.  Finch. 
One-time  prosecuting  attorney  for  the 
City  of  Seattle,  now  In  "general  prac- 
tice," Mr.  Finch  broke  into  the  spot  light 
during  the  recent  Investigation  by  the 
legislative  committee  Into  the  "plug- 
ging" scandals  In  the  city  of  Vancou- 
ver. He  was  one  of  the  cohorts  or  gum- 
shoo  operatives  which  endeavored  to 
offset  the  efforts  of  the  investigating 
committee  to  get  at  the  bottom  of  the 
most  disgraceful  election  scandal  ever 
unearthed  in  the  Dominion. 

Jerry  made  his  headquarters  during 
his  visit  yesterday  at  the  Empress  Hotel. 
He  did  not  register.  Mr.  Macdonald's 
name  appeared  in  bold  script  upon  the 
register.  Jerry  "stuck  around"  until 
the  afternoon  boat  left  for  Seattle,  when 
he  returned  to  the  land  of  the  free.  To 
the  amiable  query  of  how  things  were 
going  with  him,  he  remarked:  "Oh, 
Just  plugging  along." 

In  th*  Bpot-Lig-ht 
Jerry  M.  Finch  was  a  conspicuous 
figure  at  several  sessions  of  the  inves- 
tigating committee  of  the  Legislature. 
He  was  not  called  to  testify,  but  he  was 
the  centre  of  the  little  band  of  Liberals, 
some  from  Vancouver  and  others  from 
Victoria,  who  gathered  in  a  knot  behind 
the  seat  of  the  Liberal  leader,  whose 
position  as  chief  examiner  of  the  wit- 
nesses whose  straight  evidence  proved 
bo  damaging  to  the  interests  of  the  Lib- 
eral managers  In  Vancouver,  was  as- 
sisted by  their  promptings  from  the 
rear.  It  was  always  a  mystery  to  the 
spectators  at  the  hearing  as  to  Just  what 
Interest  Finch  had  in  the  proceedings. 
It  was  at  first  rumored  that  he  was  there 
to  supply  evidence  that  John  L  Sulli- 
van, the  chief  witness  against  the  plug- 
gers,  was  still  interested  in  the  Reglna 
Hotel,  the  headquarters  of  the  men  who 
engineered  the  gigantic  "plugging" 
scheme  and  where  the  pluggers  were 
rounded  up,  hand-picked,  and  given  In- 
structions to  go  to  Vancouver  and  what 
to  do  when  there.  But  later  in  the  pro- 
ceedings It  developed  from  evidence 
given  by  Herbert  Pearse,  right-hand  man 
of  John  T.  Scott  (the  latter  the  man 
"behind  the  gun"  in  the  Provincial  Lib- 
eral organization  in  Vancouver),  that 
Finch  was  a  Liberal  agent  In  Scuttle. 
It  was  he,  the  evidence  showed,  that 
took  a  prominent  part  In  inducing  John 
Clancy,  erstwhile  Seattle  vard  heeler 
and  boss,  and  his  employee  Montevj 
White,  a  leader  among  the  Seattle  plug- 
gers on  election  day  in  Vancouver,  to 
supply  those  famous  "affidavits"  pro- 
duced at  the  hearing  by  Mr.  Brewster, 
purporting  to  show  that  Clancy  and 
White  had  been  offered  money  to  come  to 
Victoria  and  testify  against  Mr.  Mao- 
dojnald.

It  was  Finch,  who  with  Patterson, 
secretary  of  the  Vancouver  Liberal  As- 
sociation, and  John  T.  Scott,  the  latter 
now  a  fugitive  from  Justice,  visited 
Clancy's  road  house  near  Seattle  and 
secured  the  "affidavits"  which "  were 
a'terwards  proved  to  be  false.  It  was 
also  a  man  answering  Finch's  description 
who  met  the  witness  Butcher  at  the  But- 
ler Hotel,  In  Seattle,  Just  before  the 
latter  came  over  to  Victoria.  Induced 
thereto  by  a  cash  payment  of  $25  and 
a  promise  of  $100  If  he  would  come  here 
and  testify  before  thie  Investigating 
committee  that  he  had  been  hired  to  go 
to  Vancouver  and  "plug"  for  Mr.  Tls- 
dall. 

The  fine  Italian  hand  of  the  former 
prosecuting  attorney  for  Seattle  ap- 
peared frequently  In  the  late  sessions  of 
the  Investigating  committee,  but  though 
he  appeared  to  have  been  such  an  ardent 
worker  In  the  Liberal  Interests  to  clear 
the  skirts  of  the  former  member  for 
Vancouver,  he  never  got  as  far  as  the 
witness  stand.  In  that  respect  he  was 
like  the  Thlel  detectives,  one  of  whom 
was  paid  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Macdonald  to 
spy  upon  the  Conservative  executive 
during  the  progress  of  the  campaign  in 
Vancouver;  a  second,  a  Mr.  Wonderllng, 
who  spirited  Herbert  Pearce  away  from 
Vancouver  to  Seattle  by  motor;  or  the 
third,  Mr.  Douglas  Young,  who  came 
over  to  Victoria  with  Butcher,  but  de- 
parted suddenly,  and  who  subsequently 
endeavored  to  trap  John  L.  Sullivan  In 
a  Seattle  hotel  but  was  foiled  when  the 
latter  called  In  the  police  and  forced 
Young  to  disclose  his  Identity. 

In  the  expressive  language  of  the 
underworld,  Mr.  Jerry  M.  Finch's  chief 
forte  lay  In  work  requiring  qualities  of 
the  "pussy-foot"  variety. 

Mr.  Macdonald,  In  referring  to  the 
"Plugging"  scandal  In  his  speech  at  last 
night's  Liberal  meeting,  did  not  refer  to 
Mr.  Jerry  M.  Finch's  lateat  visit  to  the 
capital  city  of  British  Columbia.

An  exceptionally  good  opportunity 
will  be  offered  Victorian*  thin  after- 
noon of  hearing  some  well  thought  out 
auggestlons  as  to  tho  development  of 
Canada  after  th*  war  and  civic  im- 
provement along  general  lines.  Tho 
apeaker  on  the  former  subject  will  b* 
Mr.  A.  C.  Ilumerfelt.  While  Mr.  Thomas 
Adams,  advisor  on  town  planning  to 
the  Commission  of  Conservation,  will 
deal  with  the  latter.  The  meeting, 
which  Is  to  ho  under  the  au apices  of  tha 
Board  of  Trad*,  will  take  place  at  2 
o'clock  and  a  representative  attend- 
ance of  citizens  Is  anticipate*! 

While  everyone  interested  In  the 
matters  to  be  discussed  are  asked  to 
be  present,  formal  invitations  have 
been  sent  to  all  the  principal  public 
bodies  of  the  city,  including  the  fol- 
lowing: The  Mayor  and  Council,  the 
Canadian  Club,  the  Rotary  Club,  Trades 
and  Labor  Council,  Manufacturers'  As- 
sociation, the  Reeves  and  Councils  of 
Saanlch.  Esquimau  and  Oak  Bay,  the 
Retail  Merchants'  Association,  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange,  the  Victoria  and 
Island  Development  Association,  the 
Local  Council  of  Women  and  the 
Women's  Canadian  Club.  The  lecture 
to  be  given  by  Mr.  Adams  ladles  are 
specially  asked  to  attend,  aa  they  have 
In  tho  past  shown  particular  interest 
in  all  problems  relative  to  town  plan- 
nine. 

The  title  of  Mr.  Flumerfelt's  address 
is  "After  the  War— What?"  It  will  be 
Illustrated  by  a  number  of  diagrams, 
which  have  taken  much  time  and  atudy 
to  arrange.  Mr.  Flumerfelt  has  col- 
lected a  great  deal  of  data  with  regard 
to  the  readjustment  of  Canada's  af- 
fairs, Industrially  and  socially,  after 
the  war,  and  la  therefore  able  to  give 
an  authoritative  and  unbiased  opinion 
as  to  the  likely  course  of  events  In  the 
Dominion  following  the  declaration  of 
peace. 

It  is  probable  that  a  branch  of  the 
Civic  Improvement  League  will  be 
formed  here  during  the  meeting,  as 
Mr.  Adams  was  instrumental  In  the 
organization  of  one  in  Vancouver  on 
Tuesday  evening.  The  question  of 
municipal  Improvement  and  develop- 
ment has  always  occupied  the  close  at- 
tention of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  it 
is  therefore  appropriate  that  Mr. 
Adams'  address  should  be  under  the 
auspices  of  that  body.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  introduction  and  passage  of  the 
Municipal  BUI,  in  th*  Spring  of  1914, 
the  board  prepared  some  recommenda- 
tions, many  of  which  were  carried  out 
in   the  act. 

The  meeting  will  start  punctually  at 
2  o'clock,  as  Mr.  Adams  has  to  catch 
the  3:30  boat  for  Prince  Rupert.  Mr. 
Flumerfelt's  address  will  begin  at  S 
o'clock.

Government  Removes  all  Doubt 
as  to  Application  of  Half 
Holiday  Law  to  Premises 
Authorized  to  Sell  Liquor,

To  remove  any  doubt  as  to  whether 
premises  licensed  to  sell  liquor  come 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Half-Holi- 
day Act,  under  the  provisions  of  which 
the  recent  weekly  half-holiday  refer- 
endum was  taken  in  Victoria,  Van- 
couver and  New  Westminster,  and  Sat- 
urday was  chosen  by  the  eleclors  as 
the  day  upon  which  the  half-holiday 
shall  hereafter  be  observed,  a  minute 
of  council  will  be  passed  exempting 
'  from  the  operation  of  the'  Imlf -holiday 
bill  all   premises  so  licensed. 

Premier  Bowser  stated  yesterday 
that  when  the  government,  at  the  re- 
cent session  of  tho  Legislature,  cur- 
ta  ,ed  the  hours  of  sale  of  liquor  for 
the  remainder  of  the  war,  It  was 
deemed  that  all  that  was  necessary 
had  been  done.  It  was  not  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  that  In  addition 
to  those  restrictions,  there  should  be 
further  curtailment  under  terms  of 
the  weekly  half-holiday  measure.  But 
some  extremists  have  been  endeavor- 
ing to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Half-Holiday  Act  to  endeavor  to 
force  liquor  premises  to  close  at  1  p. 
in.  on  Saturdays,  though  these  prem- 
ises, by  reason  of  the  amendments  to 
the  liquor  regulations,  are  now  unable 
to  open  until  11  a.  m.  and  must  close 
at  10  p.  m.  In  Victoria  the  Pdllcs 
Commissioners  decided  that  the  half- 
holiday  measure  did  not  apply  to  li- 
censed premises.  The  New  Westmin- 
ster Authorities  decided  to  wait  and 
see  what  action  Vancouver  took  and 
the  latter  city,  under  Instructions  of 
its  Mayor,  insisted  upon  licensed  prem- 
ises obeying  the  Half-Holiday  Act,  and 
actions  are  now  pending  there  cgalnst 
certain  liquor  licensed  premises  which 
did  not  close  for  the  half-holiday.  , 

As  the  outcome  of  these  actions  It 
may  ne  a  conviction  against  the  prem- 
ises will  be  secured.  If  the  courts  so 
hold  the  half-holiday  menture  might 
apply  with  equal  force  to  hotels  which 
are  permitted!,  under  the  liquor  regu- 
lations, to  do  a  retail  business  so  far 
aa  liquor  to  the  amount  of  not  more 
than  one  qiiart  r-m  he  sold  over  the 
bar  in  retail  faahlon. 

Bemoves  AU  DemM 

"It  was  certainly  never  the  Intention 
or  desire  of  the  Leglslsture  that  such 
a  condition  should  exist,"  stated  Hon. 
Mr.  Bowser  yesterday.  "The  restric- 
tions w*  decided  upon  In  our  amend- 
ments to  the  Liquor  Act  to  be  opera- 
tive for  the  balance  of  the  war,  were. 
I  am  convinced,  as  fsr  ss  tho  Legis- 
lature Intended  to  go.  It  would  be 
most  unfair  to  now  add  to  these  re- 
strictions by  Imposing  th*  provisions 
of  the  weekly  half-holiday  measurs 
upon  the  licensed  premises.  Therefore. 
In  order  thnt  there  shall  be  no  further 
doubt  and  with  every  desire  to  be  fair 
to  sll  parties,  a  mtnute-of-coundl  will 
be  passed  exempting  from  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Half-Holiday  Aet  licensed 
l'qunr  premises  which  must,  however, 
.-omply  in  every  icspect  with  the  pre- 
visions tt  the  Liquor  Act  aaft  amend- 
ments thereto. 

Premier  Bowser  also  stated  that  he 
is  In  receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by  n 
very  large  number  or  clerks  and  other 
employees  of  licensed  shops  in  Van- 
couver, pointing  ont  that  already  they 
are  receiving  a  half-holiday  weekly, 
and  in  view  of  the  new  amendments  to 
the  Liquor  Act  whereby  they  do  not 
start  wore  until  II  a.  m.  each  business 
day,  they  em  raslly  securing  much 
narrs  than  a  «eehl>  hnlf-bvllday  and 
they  do  net  daaire  that  a  Saturday 
half-holiday  should  be  enforced 
their  employer* 


Mr.  Fred  C.  Scobey.  Irrigation  Engi- 
neer, United  states  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture, and  his  assistant.  Mr.  P.  A. 
Swing,  arrived  in  the  city  yeaterday  af- 
ternoon and  are  guests  nt  the  Hotel 
Strathcona.  Their  visit  to  the  city  Is 
purely  along  technical  linen  and  Is  ex- 
pected to  extend  over  n  matter  of  about 
ten  days.  Mr.  Scobey  conferred  with 
City  Engineer  Rust  last  evening  and 
this  morning  ths  party,  including  the 
engineer,  will  viait  some  of  the  siphons 
on  the  Sooke  Lake  pressure  system. 

In  explaining  the  nature  of  his  visit 
laat  night.  Mr.  Scobey  stated  that  the 
scope  of  his  present  work  was  simply 
the  collection  of  data  bearing  on  th* 
use  of  concrete  pipe  as  a  water  carrier. 
This  was  a  single  phase  of  a  series  of 
research  works  cond acted  by  the  Irri- 
gation Inveatlgationa  Branch  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  of  the  United 
States  Government.  It  was  purely 
technical  and  designed  for  technical 
uses  by  making  available  aa  a  public  aid 
accurate  data  such  as  has  hitherto  been 
unavailable.  The  work  was  under' the 
Immediate  head  of  Dr.  Samuel  Fortter. 
who,  it  would  be  recalled,  aided  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  In  1912  in  the  draft- 
ing of  the  preaent  Irrigation  district 
laws  In  force  in  this  Province. 

The  object  of  the  work  was  to  develop 
absolute  Information  as  to  the  size  and 
form  of  pipe  best  suited  to  the  various 
purposes  for  which  It  Is  to  be  used. 
This  is  accomplished  by  making  actual 
Held  tests  with  special  engineering  ap- 
paratus. From  this  data  la  developed 
proper  formulas  for  form  and  construc- 
tion of  all  manner  of  flow  lines.  Last 
year  the  Investigation  was  confined  to 
the  use  of  wood  stave  pipe. — This  year's 
work  la  to  be  confined  to  pressure  pipe 
of  concrete  construction.  It  covers 
every  phase  or  the  subject  aa  exemplified 
by  projects  which  are  now  in  operation. 

Mr.  Scobey  and  his  assistant  were  re- 
cently over  the  big  C.  P.  R.  irrigation 
project  in  Alberta  and  have  Installed 
their  apparatus  so  as  to  be  ready  to 
make  the  complete  tests  as  soon  as  the 
repalra  now  In  progress  there  admit  put- 
ting the  system  In  full  operation  again. 
The  Sooke  Lake  water  works  system  for 
the  city  of  Victoria,  he  said,  was  rated 
among  engineers  as  a  pretty  piece  of 
engineering  construction.  For  this  rea- 
son he  was  particularly  Interested  in 
making  testa  here.  He  expected  to  bo 
able  to  obtain  much  valuable  data  from 
so  recent  and  modern  a  work.  He  in- 
tends to  visit  Southern  California,  where 
much  concrete  pipe  of  various  sizes  is  in 
use.

Claim  Attempt  to  "Ruin  Life 
of  Young  Man"  Just  Climb- 
ing to  Power — First  Cam- 
paign Meeting, 


Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster  and  Mr.  M.  A. 
Macdonald  last  night  opened  the  Liberal 
campaign  in  Victoria  with  a  meeting  in 
the  old  Victoria  Theatre.  The  features 
of  the  meeting  were  the  references  made 
by  both  speakers  to  Mr.  Macdonald's 
character  because  of  his  connection 
with  the  recent  Vancouver  by-election. 

"I  don't  want  you  to  forget  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Macdonald  haa  had  an  exciting 
time  lately."  said  Mr.  Brewster.  "The 
attempt  of  the  Government  to  discredit 
Mr.  Macdonald  Is  the  most  dastardly 
action  ever  undertaken  in  Canada.  They 
knew  the  Liberal  party  was  rising  to 
power  and  so  they  set  out  to  fix  some- 
thing on  the  Liberal  party.  This  they 
attempted  to  do  by  setting  out  to  ruin 
socially,  politically  and  profeaslonally 
the  young  life  of  the  young  man  who 
today  stands  higher  in  the  eatimstlon  of 
the  people  of  the  Province  than  does  the 
Attorney -General.  I  aay  that  when 
political  conditions  get  so  bad  that  no 
consideration  Is  given  to  a  man's  stand- 
ing and  character,  and  that  he  must  be 


crushed  down  socially,  politically  and 
profeaslonally.  then  it  is  high  time  for 
the  people  to  stand  up  and  sweep  the 
Government  out  of  power." 

"A  Terrible  Ssperleaoe" 

Mr.  Macdonald  bad  this  to  say  about 
himself:  "In  the  past  three  montha  I 
have  had  almost  the  experience  of  a  life- 
time as  far  aa  I  am  concerned.  I  think 
that  politics  as  practised  In  this  Prov- 
ince is  hellish.  As  long  as  my  hands 
are  aa  clean  as  they  now  are,  it  will  be 
a  long  day  before  any  Bowser  henchmen 
will  place  me  on  my  defence  and  get  a 
good  aquare  look  at  my  back. 

"You  would  never  have  heard  of  this 
Investigation  if  the  Liberals  of  Vancou- 
ver had  not  laid  an  Information  against 
Peter  Annanoe,  who  was  afterwards  con- 
victed- and  given  nine  months.  The 
Government,  which  la  criminally  corrupt, 
sought  to  divert  public  attention  to 
brings  false  charges  against  the  other 
party,  Just  as  was  done  by  the  Hoblln 
Government  of  Manitoba  Just  before  it 
was  turned  out. 

"Personation  Is  not  a  new  thing  In 
this  Province.  It  Is  ss  old  as  the  Mc- 
Brlde  Government.  You  have  heard  of 
the  Gosden  case.  Gosden  was  the  cen- 
tral tool  in  the  moat  daatardly  plot  ever 
concocted  In  Canada.  And  1  am  satis- 
fled  that  the  good  sense  of  the  people  of 
this  Province  will  not  accept  the  word 
of  those  hired  thugs  who  have  been 
driven  out  of  every  community  In  this 
Province  In  which  they  have  tried  to 
settle." 

auffrag*  Speakera 

The  theatre  was  little  more  than  half 
filled.  A  party  of  women,  with  a  large 
banner,  from  the  Woman's  Franchise 
Association  occupied  4>ne  of  the  boxes 
and  distributed  their  campaign  literature 
at   the  doors. 

Mrs.  Christie,  representing  the 
Woman's  Franchise  Association,,  was 
the  first  speaker.  She  explained  that 
the  organisation  she  represented  '  sup- 
ports no  political  party,  but  that  its 
members  were  engaged  in  urging  elec- 
tors of  all  parties  to  vote  for  woman's 
suffrage. 

"Some  day  women  are  bound  to  come 
into  their  heritage  of  freedom,"  she 
said.  "At  the  forthcoming  election  you 
men  are  to  decide  whether  the  mothers 
of  the  race  are  going  to  vote.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  good  government  rents 
with  the  people.  You  men  need  the 
other  part  of  the  race  to  share  that  re- 
sponsibility with  you.  It  has  taken  a 
great  crisis  to  awaken  England  to 
the  capabilities  of  her  women.  It  Is 
time  British  Columbia  Is  forced  to  the 
same  understanding  and  grants  her 
women  the  vote." 

CrlUclaaa  ■eldisrs'  sTomesteade  Aet 
Mrs.  Christie  received  much  spplsuse, 
which  also  greeted  Mr.  Brewster  when 
he  reminded  the  meeting  thst  one  of  the 
planks  on  the  Liberal  platform  was  the 
granting    of    the     franchise     to     women. 


"The  ladles  went  to  Mr.  Bowser  for 
bread  In  the  form  of  the  vote  and  he 
gave  them  the  stone  In  the  form  of  the 
referendum,"   he  said. 

Mr.  Brewster  spoke  for  nearly  two 
hour*  ami  Mr.  Macdonald  for  llttl*  more 
than  half  an  hour.  Both  men  repeated! 
the  speeches  that  they  have  given 
throughout  Vancouver  Island  and  In 
Vancouver  City  during  the  laat  twa 
weeks. 

"With  an  overwhelming  majority  ml 
drunken  with  authority  the  Government 
of  British  Columbia  has  taken  to  riding 
rough-shod  over  the  laws  of  the  Prov- 
ince." said  Mr.  Brewster.  "When  a 
Government  overrides  Its  own  laws, 
then  there  is  no  ssfety  for  the  individ- 
ual, and  only  one  thing  to  do,  and  that 
la  to  sweep  that  Government  from 
power." 

He  criticised  the  Soldiers'  Homesteads 
Act,  which  he  asserted  waa  a  aubterfuge 
of  the  Government  to  evade  the  difficul- 
ties Into  which  It  has  got  through  Its 
land  policy.  "To  put  out  on  the  wild) 
lands  of  the  Province,  returning  soldiers 
who  were  recruited  from  the  office,  fac- 
tory and  store,  would  not  be  a  kindness, 
but  an  unkind  thing  foe  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  to  do,"  he  said. 

To  Sweep  Ont  Patronage 

Mr.  Brewater  declared  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  was  correct.  "If  there  la  an  act  on 
the  hooks  which  reflects  credit  on  the 
Liberal  party  It  is  thla  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act,  which  the  Liberal  party 
forced  the  Government  to  pass  through 
the  Legislature,"   he  said. 

"British  Columbia  has  at  last  also  got 
an  Agricultural  Credits  Aet,  hut  it  was 
only  put  through  the  i  ouse  with  a 
string  attached  to  it.  It  has  been  so 
framed  that  Its  operation  can  be  made  a 
part  of  the  party  machine.  If  It  had 
not  been  for  the  Liberal  party  you  would 
not  have  had  the  Agricultural  Credits 
Act." 

Mr.  Macdonald  promised  that  the  Lib- 
eral party  would  sweep  out  the  patron- 
age system.  "We  have  a  situation 
gradually  growing  up  In  this  Province 
where  the  public  funds  have  been  uaed 
to  perpetuate  the  Government  In  power 
with  no  regard  to  law,"  he  said.  "Here 
there  has  been  levying  of  toll  off  publlo 
contracts  to  support  party  funda  With 
Mr.  Brewster  as  Premier  of  th*  Prov- 
ince, the  patronage  system  will  be  root- 
ed up  root  and  branch." 

Both  politicians  devoted  considerable 
time  to  ths  Canadian  Northern  end  Pa- 
cific Great  Eaatern   Railways.

The  Rey.  Charles  Crouoher  com- 
menced his  ministry  at  the  Congrega- 
tional Church  on  Sunday  last,  and  waa 
greeted  with  large  and  expectant  con- 
gregations. Despite  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Crouoher  was  suffering  from  a  severe 
cold  and  other  consequent  disabilities, 
he  Is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
profoundly  and  distinctly  favorable 
Impression  which  his  sermons  and  per- 
sonality created.  The  morning  sermon 
struck  a  very  notable  and  high  level 
when  he  dealt  with  the  "Transforming 
Effect  of  Life's   Idealism." 

At  the  evening  service  the  new 
pastor  showed  another  phase  of  his 
mental  outlook  and  the  wider  scope  of 
the  Christian  ministry.  The  subject  of 
a  masterly  discourse  was  "Making 
Christ  Bigger."  After  tracing  the  re- 
volutionary effect  of  Christianity  In 
the  life  and  work  of  the  Apostls  Paul, 
culminating  In  tha  one  overmastering 
passion  expressed  in  the  text,  "That 
Christ  might  be  magnified  in  his  body 
whether  by  life  or  death,"  the  speaker 
enforced  the  principle  aa  the  Irresist- 
ible force  of  a  new  experience,  which 
must  focus  itself  and  then  reveal  It- 
self In  the  new  life  with  a  new  signi- 
ficance which  a  new  consciousness 
effected  within  the  soul.  Christ  grew 
with  the  ages,  and  when  we  consider 
the  relatione  of  Christy  to  His  own 
age  and  our  own  we  ought  to  have  a 
larger,  wider,  more  ennobled  and  heaven 
extended  Christ  today  than  ever  before. 
No  age  haa  exhausted  all  that  Christ 
meant;  no  book,  not  even  the  Hew 
Testament,  contains  the  final  revela- 
tions of  Ood  to  man  in  Christ.  No 
church,  no  trust  deed,  can  confine  nor 
limit  Him  to  its  narrow  conception. 
The  dead  man's  hand  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  rule  today  If  ||  meant  the 
stlffllng  of  honest  convictions  or 
crucifying  the  Christ  anew,  who  is 
leading  In  the  van  of  ail  social,  moral 
and  religious  progress.  The  Christ  of 
history  has  many  shapes;  age  after  age 
the  sublime  figure  of  the  gospsls  has 
presided  over  growths,  changes  and  all 
progress.  Age  after  age  men  have 
been  interpreting  Him  differently,  de- 
fining His  being,  understanding  His 
functions,  realising  His  character.  The 
form  has  changed,  but  the  Christ,  In 
spirit  and  mind  have  not  changed,-  ex- 
cept   In   development   and   apprehension. 

Proceeding  Mr.  Croucher  said:  "To 
tha  preaching  of  such  a  Christ.  I  take 
it,  la  the  purpose  for  which  you  have 
called  me  to  this  church.  While  I 
shall  endeavor  to  make  my  ministry 
amongst  you  as  varied  and  many  sided 
as  human  needs,  believing  that  no  sub- 
ject vital  to  the  palpitating  realities  of 
life  should  be  excluded  from  pulpit 
treatment  from  the  ethical  and  spirit- 
ual point  of  view,  my  ministry  shall 
be  eueh  that  will  enlist  and  not  Insult 
yeur  reason  and  intellect,  appealing  to 
conscience  and  common  sense,  directed 
to  touch  evury  emotional  element  that 
needs  quickening  and  directing.  I  shall 
not  overlook  the  civic  claims  to  con- 
tribute our  share  in  the  manufacture 
of  the  civic  consciousness,  endeavoring 
always  to  work  together  with  all  those 
civic  and  moral  agencies  to  create  an 
atmosphere  that  will  make  H  possible 
for  the  best  men.  men  of  character  and 
efficiency,  to  serve  clean  handed  In  the 
public  offices  to  the  good  of  the  com- 
munity tad  nat  for  persons!  greed. 
While  endeavoring  to  keep  all  matters 
la  their  proper  perspective  and  adjust- 
ment, my  message  shall  be  Chrlsto- 
ceatrte.  He  Is  to  me  the  one  solid  aad 
only  satisfying  objective,  aa  well  as 
the  increasing  dynamic  of  my  preach- 
ing. • 

"I  shall  preach  an  ethical  Christ,  a 
sociological  Christ,  a  Christ  of  clvle 
righteousness,  but  then  when  all  la 
said  we  must  preach  Christ  crucified 
aa  the  power  and  wisdom  of  Ood.  net 
in  any  dogmatic  or  traditional  sense. 
but  that  Christ,  whose  spirit  ef  aelf- 
Ing.  self-giving,  is  forever  Un- 
In  that  greet  aad  auMfme 
Of  sacrtSce  and  service— the 
Creeer  ef  Calvary  it  Is  that  Christ 
which  wf||  win  men  and  redeem  the 
werM.

A  Preach  Society 

While  the  sufferings  of  all  soldiers 
appeal  to  us,  there  is  especial  sympathy 
for  those  Frenchmen  whose  families 
have  been  shut  up  in  the  war  zone.  Some 
of  these  have  wandered  back,  homeless 
refugees  to  others  parts  of  the  country. 
Others  remain  in  the  territory  that  has 
been  occupied  by  Germans,  with  little 
or  no  means  of  communicating  with 
the  men  in  the  army  of  their  country. 
The  sending  of  parcels  is,  of  course,  out 
of  the  question.  Few  people  on  this 
Continent  realise  how  many  of  these 
lonely  men  there  are.  But  the  kind- 
hearted  and  reaourceful  Frenchwomen 
were  quick  to  comprehend  their  needs. 
Under  the  patronage  of  the  Minister  of 
War,  Madame  Philippe  Berard  organized 
a  society  In  1915  called  "Oeuvre  Mon 
Soldat."  Through  the  War  Office  the 
names  of  the  soldiers  who  could  get  no 
messages  from  their  families  were  dis- 
covered. Appeal  was  then  made  to 
Frenchwomen  to  undertake  the  writing 
of  letters  and  the  supplying  of  com- 
forts so  that  these  men  should  not  feel 
quite  alone  In  the  world.  Each  member 
of  the  society  undertakes  to  send  her 
soldier  two  letters  a  week  end  such  com- 
forts as  she  can  afford.  The  following 
paragraph,  containing  one  of  the  letters 
of  the  soldiers,   is  very  interesting. 

"It  is  in  these  letters  that  the  soul  of 
the  French  pollu  is  seen  naked.  How 
splendid  he  is  can  be  known  only  by 
reading  what  he  writes.  Mind  you,  It  is 
not  the  educated,  refined,  cultivated 
Frenchman  of  the  upper  classes  who 
writes  these  letters;  it  is  the  man  of  the 
people.  One  man  of  forty-five,  a  wool- 
worker,  wrote  his  marralne  that  he  had 
no  word  since  the  beginning  of  the  war 
from  his  wife,  of  his  own  age,  or  of  his 
little  daughter  of  twelve.  When  the  god- 
mother wrote  that  she  would  try  to  get 
him  some  news  through  the  Agency  of  a 
Swiss  organisation,  he  thanked  her.  'It 
would  be  a  great  happiness  for  me  to 
know  that  my  dear  wife  and  child  are 
In  good  health,  and  that  they  have  not 
suffered  too  much  from  ths  Hoches.  As 
for  us  here,  we  will  go  on  to  the  end,  and 
we  will  make  them  pay  dearly  for  all 
the  sufferings  endured  by  our  dear  ones. 
At  Verdun  they  will  not  pas  until  we 
are  all  killed.  We  can  only  say.  courage 
and  confidence,  and,  so  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  we  can  only  hope  that  those 
at  the  rear  will  work  at  munitions,  so 
that  these  may  not  fail  us.  We  ask 
nothing  more.'  " 

Doubtless  members  of  the  French 
speaking  community  in  Victoria  are  al- 
ready in  touch  with  this  work.  We  esn 
only  hope  that  It  will  not  be  long  before 
many  of  the  families  will  be  reunited. 
and  the  struggle,  which  is  costing  the 
world  so  much,  be  at  an  end. 

A  Chiapas  Industry 

The  Chinese,  we  are  told  by  so  good 
an  authority  as  The  New  York  Com- 
mercial, have  captured  the  business  of 
plaiting  straw  for  men's  hats.  It  is  a 
village  Industry  and  Is  carried  on  In 
the  homes  of  Shantung.  Wheat  straw 
la  used,  and  It  is  carefully  split  by  the 
careful,  patient  workers.  The  process 
is  thus  described: 

"Out  of  the  wheat  straw  the  middle 
section,  about  two  feet  long.  Is  cut.  dis- 
carding the  tips  and  about  a  foot  near 
the  root.  This  middle  section  Is  cut  be- 
tween Joints  Into  pieces  about  four  or 
five  Inches  long  if  possible  Thin  clear 
straw  Is  split  by  hand  Into  two.  four  or 
seren  pieces,  depending  on  the  width  of 
tha  braid  to  be  plaited.  The  villagers 
plait  the  straw  at  odd  times,  working  it 
while  wet  Into  braid  as  narrow  as  an 
eighth  of  aa  inch  or  less,  and  all  other 
widths  up  to  half  an  Inch.  The  best  of 
this  braid  reaches  the  market  in  odd 
lengths  from  which  the  btyers  sort  and 
roll  the  skeins,  varying  from  thirty  to 
lto  yards  In  length." 

The  Chinese  cannot  bleach  their  own 
braids.  This  Is  done  In  Luton,  forty 
miles  from  London.     Bleaching  straw  is 


There  are  In  these  days  many  new 
educational  theories,  but  none  is  more 
startling  than  that  advocated  by  Miss 
Harriet  Ayer  Seymour  In  Musical  Ameri- 
ca. If  she  is  right,  excellence  In  music 
has  been  achieved  In  spite  of  the  teach- 
ing most  performers  have  received.  Is 
her  plan  another  Instance  of  making 
things  easy  at  the  expense  of  excel- 
lence? Those  who  love  muslo  'are  in- 
terested to  know,  and  the  question  Is 
one  to  which  every  teacher  should  find 
a  true  answer.  The  following  extract 
gives  the  viewpoint  of  the  writer  and 
may  lead  some  to  read  the  whole  ar- 
ticle. 

"Wo  must  begin  all  over  again  in  our 
study  of  music  Thousands  of  girls  and 
boys  have  begun  to  study  It  and  given 
It  up  In  disappointment.  Why?  Because 
the  lessons  have  aimed  entirely  at  per- 
formance and  have  centred  on  technical 
exercises.  To  begin  with,  technique  kills 
the  spirit  of  musk,  and  for  this  reasop 
we  must  begin  all  over  again.  Music  is 
a  state  of  mental  and  spiritual  con- 
sciousness— it  Is  not  physical  mechan- 
ism. Imagine  the  disappointment  of 
children  and  of  older  people,  when  they 
have  loved  music  and  been  uplifted  and 
healed  by  listening  to  It.  on  being  told 
that  the  entrance  to  this  beautiful  world 
is  through  the  gate  of  five-finger  exer- 
cises. 

"The  gate  to  this  realm  of  Inner  har- 
mony Is  through  listening.  Isn't  this 
perfectly  natural?  Music  Is  a  language 
of  sound— In  order  to  know  the  lan- 
guage, one  must  listen.  Yet  more  than 
two-thirds  of  those  who  have  studied 
music  have  never  listened.  In  the  time 
of  Talestrina  and  Bach  it  was  very  dif- 
ferent: and  Is  not  this  the  reason  why 
we  feel  in  their  music  a  high  and  satis- 
fying quality  unknown  to  the  average 
modern  composer?  Listening  is  bound 
to  bring  spiritual  development  It  is 
self-knowledge  which  leads  us  to  the 
light  and  guidance  always  awaiting 
within  us  (The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  is 
within). 

"Education  Is  in  a  state  of  upheaval, 
and.  as  we  grow  In  our  understanding 
of  what  true  education  Is,  music  will 
take  its  place  as  one  of  the  most  Im- 
portant studies;  first  of  all.  because  It 
leads  us  within  to  the  realm  of  har- 
mony In  ourselves  and  means  beauty, 
love,  life,  harmony,  health  and  expres- 
sion. In  other  words,  it  is  an  ideal  study 
for  self-reallaation.  The  beginning  is  to 
listen  and  to  understand  ltw  very  simple 
laws,  and  the  end  is  to  express  a  real 
feeling,  to  send  out  a  never-ending  mes- 
sage of  love,  peace,  power.  Joy,  strength, 
to  our  fellow  men.  It. Is  both 'Individual 
and  social.  It  Is  both  an  art  and  a  aci- 
ence.  It  Is.  in  fact,  a  complete  means 
of  development  when  it  Is  taught  from 
within  out." 
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Saving-  tittle  Things 
When  the  Frenchwoman  puts  into  her 
pot  au  feu  every  suitable  scrap  or  drop 
that  will  add  to  Its  excellence,  she  is 
not  in  all  probability,  thinking  of  sav- 
ing. She  has  seen  her  mother  and  her 
grandmother  do  the  same  thing  as  long 
as  she  can  remember,  and  the  habit  has 
become  fixed. 

»-Dn~the  other  hand,  when  we  light  the 
fire  with  an  old  newspaper  or  make  a 
bonfire  with  the  results  of  the  Spring 
cleaning,  throw  upon  it  the  remains  of 
old  cotton  garments  which  have  out- 
lived their  usefulness,  we  are  not  wil- 
lingly extravagant.  It  does  not  occur 
to  most  of  us  that  there  Is  any  other 
way  of  disposing  of  what  we  regard 
aa  rubblah.  Yet,  we  might  learn.  If  we 
would,  that  there  Is  a  demand  for  such 
things.  It  la  perfectly  true  that  the 
sum  to  be  saved  In  most  households  by 
saving  paper  and  raga  Is  very  small. 
But  when  reckoned  for  the  city  or  the 
nation  it  is  not  to  be  despised.  Those 
who  sell  for  a  few  cents  the  accumula- 
tions of  years  help  to  supply  material 
essential  to  paper  manufacturers  and  to 
some  other  Industries. 

Just  now  the  war  has  caused  en  this 
continent  a  lack  of  material  for  the 
mills.  That  this  Is  not  an  unmixed  evil, 
those  will  believe  who  realise  the  Im- 
portance of  small  savings.  The  differ- 
ence between  thrift  and  meanness  is 
well  worth  studying.  The  dollar  w« 
save  may  help  some  poor  neighbor  or 
advance  a  good  cause. 

Aiding  Our  Allies 

Our  French  fellow  citizens  are  appeal- 
ing to  us  on  Friday  for  aid  for  their 
fellow  countrymen  who  are  Buffering  Tn 
the  war.  Surely  none  are  more  deserv- 
ing. The  bravery  and  fortitude  of  a 
great  nation  was  never  mere  fully 
proved.  Women,  aa  well  aa  men,  have 
suffered  as  seldom  people  have  suffered 
since  time  began,  aad  they  are  bearing 
their  troubles  aa  only  the  greatest  can 
bear  them.  They  have  maay  needs,  and 
those  of  us  who  have  even  a  little  to 
give  will  do  well  to  help.  The  French- 
women in  France  are  themselves  work- 
lag  for  their  country  aad  for  tha  army 
la  every  way  that  women  eaa  work.  It 
Is  no  wonder  that  tboee  who  live  tn  a 
ef ty  which  knows  nothing  ef  the  horrors 
of  Invasion  should  strain  every  nerve  to 
help  thee*  at  borne-  Our  men  .are  fight- 
lag  side  by  aide  with  theirs  to  drive  out 
the)  aggressor.

We  all 
have  some  conception  of  the  risks  they 
run  in  the  constant  cannonading  that 
goes  on  or  la  the  actions  in  which  they 
are  engaged  from \  time  to  time.  But  we 
know  leas  of  the  provision  that  la  made 
for  the  care  of  the  wounded  or  their 
preservation   from   the  dangers  of  sick- 


Perhaps  there  la  nothing  at  this  time 
ef  verb  general  lateveet  to  people  ra  aB 
parts  of  the  Brit  lab  Empire  aa  the  treat- 


In  the  laat  number  of  The  Atlantic 
Monthly  Dr.  Wilfrid  Orenfell  has  an  ar- 
ticle that  Canadian  women  will  read 
with  a  feeling  of  thankfulness.  In  writ- 
ing. Dr.  Grenfell'a  motive  waa  to  claim 
for  the  British  Army  Medical  Corps  a 
credit  which,  he  declares,  the  men  com- 
posing it  will  not  claim  for  themselves. 

Dr.  Crenfell.  who  has  apent  most  of 
his  life  as  medical  missionary  In  Labra- 
dor, and  who  Is  still  in  the  prime  of  life, 
went  to  France  early  in  the  war  with  a 
unit  from  Harvard  University.  The  unit 
was  given  charge  of  a  base  hospital  un- 
der the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps.  He 
is.  therefore,  a  witness  whose  author- 
ity cannot  be  disputed. 

It  would  appear,  from  the  article,  that 
there  has  been  unjust  criticism  of  the 
K.  A.  M.  C.  but  Dr.  Orenfell  says,  "I 
aay.  In  tha  face  of  all  the  grumblers, 
that  any  Englishman  who  has  aeon  the 
R.  A.  M  .C.  at  work  and  is  not  filled  with 
pride  In  his  countrymen,  can  have  no 
soul." 

After  paying  a  tribute  to  the  work  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  alluding  to  the  at- 
titude of  the  R.  A.  M.  C.  towards  Intoxi- 
cants, which  is  Illustrated  by  a  large 
obituary  notice,  with  a  heavy  blank  bor- 
der, of  the  "Rum  Ration,"  which  hangs 
in  the  general  headquarters  office,  the 
writer  goes  on  to  describe  the  composi- 
tion of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps. 
He  tells  us,  what  most  of  us  know,  that 
each  battalion  has  a  doctor  who  always 
remains  with  the  regiment.  He  is  known 
to  all  the  men — who  know  where  to  find 
him.  lie  has  three  orderlies,  a  Maltese 
cart  for  supplies  and  four  stretcher 
bearers  to  each  company,  twenty-four  in 
all.  These  men  do  not  wesr  the  Red 
Cross.  They  give  first  aid,  help  when 
necessary  to  carry  the  wounded  along 
the  trenches,  supply  the  line  with  ster- 
ilized water,  wheel  about  medical  sup- 
plies and  perform  duties  In  connection 
with  sanitary  arrangements.  If.  as  of- 
ten happens,  these  men  are  wounded  or 
killed,  the  doctor  applies  to  the  officer 
commanding  the  battalion  for  others  to 
take  their  places.  The  doctor  has  one 
or  more  strong  dugouts,  to  which  the 
wounded  are  taken  If  unable  to  walk. 
Here  they  receive  first  aid.  Farther 
back  from  the  trenches,  In  aa  safe  a  spot 
as  can  be  found,  in  a  cottage,  a  barn  or 
a  larger  dugout,  is  the  dressing  station. 
To  this  the  wounded  are  carried  by 
hand  or  on  wheeled  stretchers,  and  must 
be  cared  for  till  the  motor  ambulances 
come  up  at  night  to  take  away  the  pa- 
tients. These  are  brought  to  the  field 
ambulances,  which  are  really  moving 
hospitals.  On  each  are  ten  doctors  and 
230  or  more  stretcher-bearers  and  tent 
workers.  The  doctors  and  stretcher- 
bearers  go  In  the  field  when  necessary. 
Three  of  the  doctors  are  eminent  civil 
surgeons,  but  none  of  these  get  more 
than  the  soldier's  pay  of  their  rank. 
Here  very  difficult  operations  are  per- 
formed, often  with  danger  from  the 
enemy's  guns.  When  all  Is  done  that 
can  be  done,  the  ambulance  departs  for 
the  nearest  railhead,  where  the  Casualty 
Clearing  Station  is  placed.  Here  all  who 
are  slightly  wounded  are  kept  till  they 
are  fit  for  active  service.  The  men  go 
from  them  clean  and  rested.  Surgery 
has  made  such  advances  that  even  more 
serious  cases  may  be  adequately  treated. 
Still  more  serious  cases  are  sent  away 
on  trains  or  canals  to  the  base  hospitals. 
From  these  they  are  distributed  to  spe- 
cial hospitals.  At  the  Casualty  Clear- 
ing Station,  for  the  first  time,  there  are 
women  nurses,  and  Dr.  Crenfell  says: 
"The  presence  of  nurses  and  sisters 
adds  a  psychic  and  spiritual  factor  of 
untold  value  to  the  man  on  the  road  to 
recovery."  Women  are,  of  course,  in  all 
the  other  hospitals  and  on  all  hospital 
ships,  which  bring  men  to  England,  and 
of  which  but  one  has  been  lost.  Con- 
cluding this  part  of  his  account,  the 
writer  says: 

"The  one  great  comfort  which  the 
public  can  take  to  heart  is  that  the 
heads  of  the  service  are  not  the  inflexi- 
ble, conservative  officials  who  care  only 
for  the  old  methods  and  conventions  and 
statistics.  ...  In  France,  where  I  saw 
the  work  of  the  R.  A.  M.  C.  from  the 
base  to  the  trenches,  the  one  great  Im- 
pressive feature  was  the  flexibility  dis- 
played, and  that  willingness  to  receive 
suggestions  which  can  alone  lead  to  per- 
fection. Such  suggestions  are  tested 
thoroughly,  and  the  old  methods  dis- 
carded if  found  wanting. 

"But  If  the  treatment  of  the  wounded 
and  the  provision  for  their  comfort  ap- 
proaches perfection,  even  more  v^bnder- 
ful  are  the  measures  taken  to  preserve 
them  in  health.  A  small  army  of  In- 
vestigators Is  at  work,  learning  of  con- 
ditions. Through  Its  efforts  typhoid  fe- 
ver, trench  feet  and  other  diseases  have 
almost  disappeared.  One  is  surprised 
and  delighted  to  learn  that  In  France 
there  Is  but  one  serious  case  of  typhoid 
fever  In  a  thousand,  and  that  men  are 
taught  to  take  care  of  their  feet  so  well 
and  provided  with  such  protection  that 
the  disease  is  being  looked  upon  In  the 
light  of  a  misdemeanor.  The  care  that 
Is  taken  to  supply  9°od  drinking  water, 
to  destroy  sewage  and  waste,  to  pro- 
vide baths  and  facilities  for  cleansing 
clothes,  all  come  under  the  functions  of 
the  R.  A.  M.  C,  and  the  wonders  the 
medical  men  have  done  will  affect  the 
whole  world  when  the  men  return  to 
spread  the  knowledge  they  have  gained. 

"In  these  and  a  thousand  other  ways," 
writes  Dr.  Grenfell.  "the  R.  A.  M.  C.  Is 
holding  down  water-borne  diseases,  pre- 
venting tropical  sicknesses,  avoiding  di- 
etetic troubles,  and  nipping  filth  dis- 
eases In  the  bud,  until  the  total  sick  ra- 
tio per  thousand  for  the  army  In  the 
field  Is  a  little  more  than  half  that  of 
ordinary  civil  Ufa.  Tha  scrupulous  wor- 
ship of  Hygela  Is  more  dramatic  In  Its 
results  than  even  the  cult  of  Aescula- 
pluls." 

That  our  Canadian  Army  Medical 
Corps  Is  doing  all  that  the  British  or- 
ganlaatlon  Is  effecting  we  may  be  sure. 
and  *^trf  woman  In  the  land  should  be 
filled  with  gratitude  to  the  brave  men 
and  youths  who  are  risking  hardship, 
danger  and  even  death  itself.  In  pursuit 
of  their  noble  calling  aad  for  the  sake 
of  their  fellow  men. 

While  Or.  Orenfell  acknowledges  the 
debt  the  army  owes  to  the  Red  Croae  for 
providing  sjfbplles  and  supplying  hos- 
pitals, be  contends  tbet  the  care  of  sol- 
diers la  the  duty  of  the  state,  and  should 
net  "depend  on  voluntary  organisations. 
no  matter  bow  devoted  their  members 
may  be.

GALLANTRY  IS  REWARDED 


CAPT.    JOHN    H.    STEVENSON.    D.8.O. 


Captain  John  Stevenson,  a  son  of 
Mrs.  Ridgard,  of  7J«  Hillside  Avenue, 
has  been  decorated  with  the  D.S.O.  for 
bravery  and  devotion  to  duty  during 
the  fighting  on  Chocolate  Hill,  Oalll- 
poli.  News  to  this  effect  was  recslved 
a  few  days  sgo. 

Captain  Stevenson  was  sent  out  to 
the  Dardanelles  theatre  with  the  King's 
Liverpool  Regiment,  attached  to  the 
City  of  London  First  Foot  Regiment. 
He  was  wounded  on  June  23,  1915.  and 
only  Ave  days  later  led  his  company  in 
the  now  famous  attack  on  Chocolate 
Hill.  After  only  five  hours  of  fighting 
his  detachment  was  called  upon  to  re- 
tire. During  the  retreat  Captain 
Stevenson  displayed  great  resource  and 
gallantry.  He  was  selected  as  a  mark 
by  a  Turkish  sniper,  however,  and  shot 
down,  although  he  was  one  of  only 
five  casualties  sustained  by  his  com- 
pany. 

He  lay  where  he  fell  for  five  hours 
before  assistancs  was  rendered  him, 
and  he  was  unconscious  for  nearly  a 
week,  regaining  his  senses  only  after 
reaching  a  hospital  in  Cairo,  Egypt 
He  was  sent  from  there  to  a  convales- 
cent home  on  the  Isls  of  Wight,  the 
former  residence  of  the  late  Queen 
Victoria.  He  was  subsequently  at  the 
Duke  of  Westminster's  house,  London, 
and  on  February  19  was  Invested  with 
the  Companionship  of  the  Distinguish- 
ed Order  by  His  Majesty  tho  King, 
upon  the  recommendations  of  his  senior 
officers.  He  is  now  at  Alexandria, 
Egypt,    supervising   communications. 

Mrs.  Rldgard  has  two  other  sons 
serving.  Pte.  James  Stevenson,  of  the 
7th  Scottish  Rifles,  was  twice  wounded 
at  Oalllpoll,  while  Cpl.  F.  w.  Steven- 
son, formerly  of  the  5th  Regiment, 
CO. A.,  is  now  in  France  with  th* 
Cyclist   Corps. 


ALLOW 
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Militia  Department  Regulations 
Provide  for  Permitting  Sol- 
diers Engaged  in  Training  to 
Help  Till  Farms. 


Th*  purport  of  a  special  general 
militia  order  providing  that  N.  C.  O.'a 
and  men  be  granted  furlough  to  enable 
them  to  engags  In  the  "seeding  and 
ploughing  of  the  land,"  was  published 
in  district  orders  yesterday.     It  follows: 

The  conditions  of  Militia  Order  No. 
7  2,  dated  February  14,  1916,  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  of  all  con- 
cerned: 

.subject  to  the  following  conditions, 
turlough  for  n  period  not  exceeding  one 
month  may  be  granted  to  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  men  of  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Fore*  for  ths  purpose  of 
enabling  them  to  take  part  In  seeding, 
ploughing,  etc. 

This  privilege  is  limited  to  N.  C  O.'s 
and   men   of  good   character. 

It  is  granted  so  ss  to  enable  them 
to  work  on  the  land,  and  for  no  other 
purpose:  and  It  will  only  be  granted  on 
proof  that  promise  of  work  has  actu- 
ally been  obtained.  They  may  be  pro- 
vided with  return  transportation  to  and 
from  any  locality  not  exceeding  a  dis- 
tance of  300  miles  from  ths  station  or 
camp  whore  they  ore  under  training. 

When  they  proceed  on  furlough,  they 
win  wear  their  working  suite,  leaving 
their  clothing  and  equipment  with  their 
units. 

Pay  and  allowances  withheld  durlna 
the  period  of  the  furlough  will  bo  paid 
on  the  return  of  tho  N.  C.  O.  or  man 
concerned  te  the  headquartera  of  his 
unit  and  upon  the  production  of  satis- 
factory evidence  that,  while  on  fur- 
lough he  waa  bona-ftd*  engaged  on  farm 
work 

Kach  non-commissioned  officer  and 
man  will,  therefore,  be  warned  that 
whan  he  returns  to  th*  headquarters  of 
his  unit,  bo  will  be  required  to  produce 
a  certificate  from  the  psraoa  or  per. 
sons  for  whom  hs  ten  been  working, 
confirmed  under  tho  signature  of  his 
clergyman  or  of  two  responsible  per- 
sons resident  In  the  vicinity  of  the  land 
tn  question,  or  a  certificate  signed  by 
himself  to  tho  effect  that  bo  has  been 
vorklng  en  his  own  land;  aad  com- 
manding officers.  If  not  satisfied  with 
the  latter  certificate,  aro  required  te 
obtain    corroborative    evidence. 

Any  non  commissioned  officer  or  man 
who  misconducts  himself  dnrtag  fur- 
lough, will  he  liable  to  forfeit  his  pay 
aad  allowances  for  such  period  as  may 
ha   dot

Department  of  Agriculture  is 
Carrying  on  Valuable  Pro- 
paganda to  Educate  Agri- 
culturists in  Proper  Methods 


Reporta  from  various  sections  of  the 
Province    which    have    reached    Mr.    W. 
E.    Scott,    Deputy    Minister   of    Agricul- 
ture,      concerning       the       agricultural 
prospects    for    this    year    Indicate    that 
the  output   will  hardly   be  as   favorable 
as   last   year,    though,    generally    speak- 
ing,   the    situation      is      comparatively 
satisfactory.     The  hay  crop  Is  light  In 
the   Coast   districts,   but   a   better   yield 
is    expected    in    the    interior      sections. 
On   the  other  hand,   the  fruit  crop   will 
be  a     good     one     all     round.     In     the 
Okanagan  section   this  year's  yield   will 
be    equal    to   last   years,      when,     from 
January    2    to   December    26,   a   total  of 
2,73*    cars    of    fruits      and      vegetables 
were  shipped    from   the   Okanagan   val- 
ley   frvm    the    area    from    Pentlcton    to 
Salmon  Arm,  but  not  including  the  lat- 
ter  section.     Of    these   shipments    1,«00 
cars    were    fruit.      786      vegetables.    841 
mixed  fruits  and   vegetables  and  sixty- 
nine   of   canned    products.      In    addition 
200    cars    were    shipped    In      less      than 
cariots  and  by  express.     It  is  estimated 
that   that  output*  of  the  Okanagan  sec- 
tion was  valued  at  11,600.000.     There  Is 
every    Indication    that   this    year's    yield 
there  will  exceed  last  year's. 

Mr.  Hcott  stated  t'nat  the  department 
is  at  present  undertaking  demonstra- 
tion along  the  tine  of  encouraging  the 
farmers  to  grow  alfalfa,  clover  and 
Brains  for  the  purpose  of  seed  produc- 
tion. A  proper  threshing  output  has 
been  secured  and  shortly  a  series  of 
lit- 1  mm  »t  rat  tons  will  be  arranged  for 
In  various  districts  wherein  such  crops 
are  grown,  the  Idea  being  to  show  the 
farmers,  by  co-operating,  they  can 
produce  valuable  yields  which  will  in- 
crease   their   earning*.

He  came  mar 
winning. the  national  open  title  at  Baltua- 
rol  laat  year,  but  his  time  finally  came  title 
year,  when  he  captured  on*  of  the  two 
greatest  golf  honors  In  the  United  States. 
Harry  Vardon  and  Edward  Ray,  the 
celebrated  Bngllah  champions,  paid  Evans 
the  great  compliment  of  being  the  moit 
finished  golfer  In  the  United  Rtatea  In 
1067  be  won  the  Western  Junior  title. 
The  following  two  years  he  captured  the 
Chicago  championship  and  the  Western 
amateur  title.  Then  he  competed  In  scores 
of  big  tournaments,  always  coming  close 
to   winning. 

Bvans  made  th*  best  showing  of  a  pcrty 
of  prominent  American  golfers  In  the 
English  championships  at  Sandwich  In 
J014,  when  he  won  three  matches.

At  the  present  time  prices  of  high- 
grade  seeds  are  steadily  Increasing. 
British  Columbia  can  grow  a  better 
seed  than  that  now  being  Imported,  as 
the  country  Is  freer  of  weeds  and  there- 
fore can  produce  a  cleaner  producL 
There  is  no  reason.  Mr.  Scott  declares, 
why  thousands  should  be  sent  out  of 
the  Province  when  the  money  might 
better  be  kept  hero  If  the  farmers 
would  only  concentrate  a  little  atten- 
tion on  a  matter  which  eo  concerns 
themselves.  The  demonstration  work 
It  is  proposed  to  carry  on  will  show  the 
farmer  how,  by  raising  second  crops  of 
alfalfa  and  clover,  and  by  proper 
methods  of  threshing,  the  aeed  pro- 
duct may  be  secured  and  its  commer- 
cial   possibilities    taken    advantage    of. 

In  a  few  years,  Mr.  Scott  believes. 
British  Columbia  should  be  a  large  ex- 
porter of  a  product  which  commands  a 
high  price  In  .  all  markets.  Hitherto 
clean  seed  has  had  to  be  secured  from 
the  States.  The  demonstration  outfits 
will  cover  the  Province  this  year  as  far 
as  possible,  Including  two  or  three 
points  on  Vancouver  Island,  also  the 
lower  Mainland,  the  Okanagan  and 
Thompson  valleys,  the  Simllkameen, 
Kootenay  and  Boundary  districts.  The 
production  of  alfalfa  in  the  Province  haa 
Increased  enormously  in  the  past  few 
years.  The  twelve  experimental  and 
demonstration  plots  which  the  depart- 
ment started  three  years  ago  have  had 
a  very  great  and  beneficial  effect,  with 
the  result  that  ten  times  as  much  area 
is  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  the  grain 
as  formerly.  In  the  Thompson  valley 
the  heaviest  crops  Mr.  Scott  has  seen 
anywhere  In  the  world  have  been  pro- 
duced. 

Alms   to   help    Farmers 
The    demonstration   programme   which 
It  has  been   the  aim   of  the  department 
to  carry  on  for  the  benefit  of  the  farm- 
ers, has  been  based  upon  the  belief  that 
in  such  manner  only  can  the  department 
accomplish      Its      main     purpose.      Once 
the  farmer  has   been  dhown    the  proper 
methods    to   follow,    It   is   comparatively 
easy    for   him    to   get    results.      Another 
feature    of    the    department's    efforts   In 
that    direction    has    been    in    connection 
with    the    dairying    industry,    In    which 
the    silo    demonstration    work    haa    been 
especially    valuable.      Two    outfits    hava 
been    sent    about    the    Province    on    this 
work,    with   the  result   that  where   four 
years  ago   there  were   not  ten  silos     in 
the   Province,   today   there  are  over    300. 
The    department   prepared    blue-prints  of 
the   most  modern   type  of  eilo,  such  as 
would   prove   most   beneficial    in  British 
Columbia.     One  was  erected  in  each  dis- 
trict,   and    department    experts    visited 
them  at   the   proper   time     and     demon- 
strated  how    they   should   be    filled.      It 
has    been    this    interest    shown    by    the 
department  In  the  work  of  the  farmers 
which    is,    Mr.    Scott    believes,    the   only 
proper  method  of  securing  practical  re- 
sults. 

The  twelve  demonstration  plots  which 
the  department  has  been  conducting  tn 
various  sections  of  the  Province  have 
done  wonders  in  educating  the  farmers. 
The  policy  followed  has  been  to  have 
the  farmers  do  the  work  under  the 
direction  of  experts,  and  there  all  the 
problems  met  with  by  the  agriculturist 
are  explained  In  practical  manner.  The 
same  practice  haa  been  followed  In  re- 
spect to  fruit  growing,  sixteen  demon- 
stration and  experimental  orchards  be- 
ing In  operation  In  the  chief  fruit  dis- 
tricts. ICxperlments  are  also  being  car- 
ried on  in  other  districts  to  tost  their 
adaptlbllity   for   fruit   growing.

A  similar  activity  has  been  going  on 
during  the  present  year,  ai;d  It  Is  esti- 
mated that  so  far,  fifty-five  new  com- 
panies have  been  formed.  wi*h  a  total 
capital  of  45,000,000  kr.,  wliih  three  old 
concerns  have  Increased  their  capital 
by    5,800,000    kr. 

Tramps  Btot*  Frofitabl* 
It  is  true  that  most  of  these  new  Nor- 
wegian companies  have  aotjulred  ships 
trom  Greece,  Spain,  Portugal,  and  other 
less  important  maritime  countries,  and 
have  paid  high  prtccn  for  old  vessels 
which  mostly  do  not  come  up  to  modern 
requirements  in  the  matter  of  cargo 
capacity,  safety  and  speed;  but  at  the 
same  time  It  cannot  be  denied  that 
tnese  old  tramps,  in  the  hands  of  as- 
tute, business-like  Norwegian  owners, 
who  are  not  hampered  by  restrictive 
legislation,  are  more  powerful  weapons 
of  commercial  warfare  than  they  would 
be  in  the  possession  of  their  former 
Portuguese    or    Spanish    owners.

CLIPPER  SHIP  ANTI0PE 

Beaowaed   Old   Iron   Sailing   Tessel   1 
•alto  tli*  Bays  of  long  Ago 


"The  presence  of  the  Iron  sailing  veav 
•el  Antiope,  Captain  Telllck,  In  part  at 
Melbourne  discharging  a  cargo  of  tim- 
ber, deserves  more  than  passing  notice, 
for  this  famous  old  vessel  recalls  mem- 
ories of  daya  of  long  ago,  day*  when 
the  tramp  steam  kettle  was  unthought 
of,  and  the  white-winged  clippers  had 
the'  trade  almost  to  themselves  in  the 
cargo  and  passenger  business  between 
England  and  Australia,"  ssys  the  8yd- 
ney,  N.  8.  W„  Dally  Commercial  Newe 
In  a  recent  June  Issue. 

"This  renowned  clipper,  built  on  th* 
Clyde  In  the  year  1S6S,  formed  a  unit 
of  the  then  well-known  fleet  of  sailing 
vcwsels  owned  by  J.  Heap  &  Son,  oft* 
Liverpool.  Others  of  the  same  line, 
well-known  in  Melbourne  being  the 
theophane,  Eurynorne.  Cassiope,  and 
1'arthenope. 

"The  Antiope,  on  her  maiden  trip  to 
Melbourne  from  Liverpool,  in  the  year 
lytfS,  under  the  command  of  the  late 
taptafn  Withers  (who  was  afterwards 
lost  In  the  Cassiope,  of  the  same  fleet), 
enmo  through  the  Heads  sixty-eight 
fays  out,  and  Captain  Withers  reported 
en  arrival  that  only  for  being  hung  up 
ten  days  on  the  line,  the  Antiope 
would  have  completed  the  passage  In 
titty-eight  days,  a  feat  that  would  have 
lowered  the  celebrated  Thermoplayae'a 
record  of  sixty  days,  never  since  beaten. 
It  Is  rather  unique  that  a  ship  sold  to 
be  relegated  to  obscurity  as  a  coal  hulk 
should  bo  fitted  out  again  for  sea  ser- 
vice, and  the  old  clipper  may  yet  prove 
that  her  speed  under  sail  will,  when 
given  a  fair  wind,  be  equal  to  that 
when,  as  a  new  ship,  she  very  nearly 
broke  all  rcqords  in  the  overseas  trade."

In  m  word,  how  mre  we 
going  to  care  for  our  boye,  at  lemst  un> 
til  they  mre  able  to  care  for  themselves T 
Will  not  this  solution  be  more  remdlly 
found  If  we  exclude  summarily  mil 
schemes  which  mre  manifestly  Imprmc- 
tlcmble  or  doomed  to  early  fmllure?  And 
of  these  thmt  of  "condemning"  the  men 
to  mn  agricultural  life  seems  about  the 
most  cruel,  unless  a  concrete  form 
with  really  feasible  mnd  attainable  ends 
Is  shaped  out.  We  hemr  m  lot  about  the 
resources  of  British  Columbia,  of  the 
thousands  of  acres  of  rich,  virgin  soil. 
Is  It  not  time  to  set  mbout  mt  once  se- 
lecting the  land— not  acid,  pine-covered, 
barren  soil?  Many  of  the  sound  men 
might  be  engmged  In  clearing  this  while 
improving  shattered  nerves  In  the  open 
mir;  this  work,  of  course,  under  Govern- 
ment direction  mnd  supervision.  Might 
not  others  be  grubstaked  and  sent  pros- 
pecting for  mineral  on  the  mmlnlmnd  of 
British  Columblm? 

Is  there  no  memna  of  engaging  others 
in  fishing  or  nsh-curlng.  oi-  would  this 
clash    with    monopolists? 

If  these  ldems  mre  femslble  In  mny 
form  It  seems  to  me  thmt  their  execu- 
tion would  have  m  duml  benefit — In  tho 
shape  of  mmnlfestlng  mnd  developing  the 
resources  of  the  country — mnd  should 
entrmln  further  capital  from  outside  for 
their   fuller  explottmtion. 

Few  will  deny  fruit  mnd  berries  do 
well  in  this  country  with  ordinary  care. 
On  the  other  hand,  mmny  will  deny  • 
profitable  outlet  for  them.  This  state  of 
affairs  could  be  sltered  If  these  fruit 
ranches  were  big  enough  to  Justify  tho 
product  being  bought — on  the  trees  very 
often,  ms  In  the  United  States — by  m  big 
firm  who  would  grmde,  sort,  pmek  mnd 
ship  to  the  right  markets  In  paying 
quantities.      Canneries    might    follow. 

Take  another  matter:  Nmture  has  be- 
stowed on  our  coasts  vmst  quantities  of 
kelp.  If  this  were  hmndled  I  tmke  It 
thmt  for  m  long  time  to  coma  no  mmrket 
outalde  our  own  need  be  sought  to  con- 
sume tha  potash,  for  which  vast  trmcta 
.of  our  hungry  soil  cry,  mnd  If  mmtlsfted 
might  be  rendered  profitable  and  A 
source  of  satisfaction  In  lieu  of  dis- 
comfort to  the  greenhorn  who  bought  at 
high  figures,  mnd  ms  mmtters  atsnd,  hmm 
small  prospect  of  earning  Interest  from 
his  land,  let  alone  redeeming  capital. 

A  few  years  mgo  the  writer  wms  In  a 
position  to  do  something  with  thtm  kelp, 
but  he  wms  given  to  understmnd  a  big 
company  with  Germmn  chemists  and 
Oermmn  master  minds  hmd  already  se- 
cured the  necessmry.  rights  from  tha 
Oovernment!  Is  history  to  repeat  it- 
self?

Nine  millou  Belgians  Face  Starvation  While  Canaan 
Thrives  sn  tecsri  Crops  and  life  War  Orders? 

When  at  first  the  War  depressed  business,  and 
we  felt  the  pinch  ourselves,  our  sympathies  and 
aid  went  out  freely  to  Belgium,  suffering  in  the 
same  cause.

TO  BE  ADJUDGED 


Probable  decision  of  State  De- 
partment, Based  on  Exam- 
ination Made  by  Collector 
and  Navy  Officer. 


WA8HINOTON.  July  11.— Final  deci- 
sion by  the  8tate  department  that  the 
German  submarine  Deutschland  la  a 
merchant  ahip.  entitled  to  all  privileges 
accorded  under  International  law  to  a 
belligerent-owned  freighter,  was  fore- 
cast tonight  on  receipt  of  preliminary 
reports  on  an  Inspection  of  the  under- 
water liner  at  Baltimore  by  naval  offi- 
cers and  treasury  officials. 

Collector  Ryan,  of  Baltimore.  tele- 
graphed the  Treasury  Department  that 
after  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
boat  by  himself  and  CapL  C.  F.  Hughes, 
appointed  by  the  Navy  Department  to 
assist,  he  adhered  to  his  previous  opin- 
ion that  the  vessel  is  an  unarmed  mer- 
chantman, incapable  of  conversion  for 
warlike  purpose*  without  extensive 
structural  changes."  i 

The  State  Department  was  advised  of 
this,  and  a  detailed  report  mailed  by 
Collector  Ryan  and  Capt.  Hughes  will 
be  submitted  tomorrow.  Department  of- 
ficials tonight  believe  that  a  prima  facie 
case  tending  to  prove  that  the  Deutsch- 
land is  a  peaceful  and  unarmed  mer- 
chantman had  been  established. 


Formal  representations  have  been 
made  by  the  Bj-itlsh  and  French  embus- 
ales  holding  tlY  submarine  is  a  "po- 
tential warship,"  not  entitled  to  the 
freedom  of  American  ports,  and  subject 
to  attack  at  sight  on  the  high  seas. 
These  contentions  will  be  considered  in 
connection  with  the  report  of  the  Fed- 
eral Investigators.  Acting-Secretary 
Polk  said  tonight  that  the  Allied  diplo- 
mats would  be  informed  of  t?V  result 
only  If  they  made  inquiry.  The  duty 
now  of  the  United  States,  officials  ex- 
plained, is  to  see  that  no  structural 
changes  are  made  during  the  Deutsch- 
land's  stay  in  American  waters  which 
would  fit  her  for  hostile  purposes.  But 
should  the  ruling  of  the  Navy  and 
Treasury  Investigators  be  sustained,  the 
Deutschland,  like  any  other  merchant- 
man, would  have  the  right  to  clear  with 
cargo,  including  guns,  munitions,  or 
German  reservists. 

Reports  that  the  State  Department 
had  advance  notice  of  the  Deutschland'a 
trip  are  denied.  Officials  say  no  infor- 
mation was  forwarded  by  the  American 
consul  at  Bremen,  who  issued  a  bill  of 
health  to  the  submarine. 


Lord  Lansdowne  Outlines  Pro- 
visional Arrangements  to  Be 
Made  After  Martial  Law  Has 
Been  Abolished. 


LONDON,  July  11. — In  the  course  of 
a  discussion  in  the  House  of  Lords,  to- 
day, on  the  report  of  Baron  Hardlnge, 
head  of  the  commission  which  investi- 
gated the  Irish  rebellion,  and  in  which 
several  members  urged  that  Mr. 
Augustine  Blrrell,  former  secretary  for 
Ireland,  ought  to  have  been  censured  as 
the  one  responsible  for  the  outbreak. 
Lord  Lansdowne  outlined  a  system  for 
the  provisional  government  of  Ireland, 
when  martial  law  Is  abolished  there, 
and  until  a  new  government  can  be  <;s- 
tabllshed.  An  Irish  secretary,  with  a 
capable  military  adviser,  would  be  ip- 
polnted.  There  would  also  be  a  new 
chief  of  the  Royal  Irish  constabulary, 
who   would   be  a  well     known     soldier. 

Nobody  would  be  allowed  to  carry 
arms  without  a  permit,  and  there  would 
be  no  grants  of  amnesty.  A  gmrrUon 
would  be  maintained  in  Ireland  strong 
enough  to  preserve  order,  and  special 
safeguards  would  be  created  for  the 
loyalists  in  the  south  and  west. 

Lord  Lansdowne  said  he  understood 
the  Sin  Fein  movement  was  waning, 
and  that  he  expected  the  passage  of  the 
bill  embodying  the  Irish  settlement 
would  occupy  considerable  time. 

Lord  Lansdowne  thought  that  with 
forty  thousand  troops  In  Ireland  under 
the  command  of  General  Maxwell,  In 
whom  the  Government  had  unabate-1 
confidence,  there  was  no  fear  of  the 
situation  getting  out  of  hand.  Ths 
Government  would1  glvo  General  Max- 
well all  the  support  to  which  he  was 
entitled,  and  was  quite  prepared  to  ex- 
extend  his  powers  to  meet  any  emer- 
gency. 

The  official  Gasette,  tonlghw- announ- 
ces that  Lord  Castletown  and  Sir  David 
Marrell,  former  under  secretary  for 
Ireland,  with  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Cherry.  Justices  WlUey  and  Pirn,  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Ireland* had  been  ap- 
pointed lord  Justices  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Ireland  during  the  vacancy  In 
the  office  of  Lord  Lieutenant.
